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During the past week the tariff dis- 
cussion in the House of Representa- 
tives has continued and apparently lit- 
tle progress has been made, except that 
the members have about exhausted 
their eloquence in the attempt to con- 
vert their hearers to their own way of 
regarding the measure before them. It 
is questionable, however, if a single 
member has been influenced in his 
opinion by this continuous flow of 
rhetoric and the status of the bill is 
doubtless as it was a fortnight ago. 
Nothing new or specially interesting 
has been elicited buring these discus- 
sions, and their effect has been to tire 
and discourage the people directly in- 
of the tariff, 
The baneful effects of this protracted 
agitation of tariff ‘‘reform” is seen in 
every direction. Business is hampered 
owing to uncertainties of possible legis- 
lative action. Importers hesitate to 
make contracts and manufacturers 
are at a loss what course to pur- 
sue. If duties are removed on 
articles which they manufacture, 
they do not care to make further in- 
vestment of capital in increasing plants 
only soon to be obliged to close them 
and lose their investment. The wheels 
of commerce are clogged, and all appa- 
rently for political effect. The blight- 
ing effect of this protracted tariff dis- 
cussion is made painfully apparent by 
the recent failure of a manufacturing 
concern who has had large orders can- 
celled and received orders to hold back 
others un til the tariff question is set- 
tled. Other manufacturing concerns 
are feeling the pressure, and if the tar- 
iff agitation is not soon disposed of 
other manufacturing enterprises will 
be crippled, and many to an extent 
from which it will be impossible to 
recover. 

The most important and almost the 
only advance made during the past 
week was the presentation of about 
fifty amendments at the tariff caucus 
held last Tuesday evening. Among 
these was one to place surgical instru- 
ments on the free list, to retain the 
present duty on window and _ bottle 
glass, and to place a number of chem- 
icals on the free list, which latter in- 
dustry is already almost free listed to 
death in the original bill. One of the 
most important amendments proposed 
the repeal of the internal revenue laws 
and to place a tax on incomes to sup- 
ply the deficiency. But if it is desir- 
able to avoid a surplus of revenue, why 
make up the deficiency caused by a re- 
peal of internal revenue taxation by 
an obnoxious income tax? The inter- 
nal revenue laws need “reforming” to 
the extent of a very close pruning, and 
no fear need be felt that the income of 
the government would be reduced to 
an extent to make an odious income 
tax necessary. Another proposed 
amendment was a rather ludicrous at- 
tempt to get a little cheap notoriety 
by pandering to the popular preju- 
dice against ‘“‘trusts.” The amend- 
ment, in substance, is as follows, and 
requires no comment to show its chim- 
erical character: 

Upon satisfactory proof being given to the 
President that persons, firms or corporations 
engaged in mining, manufacturing or produc- 
ing in this country any articles of merchan- 
dise which, if imported from foreign coun- 
tries, would be subject to any customs duty or 
impost, have entered into any agreement, 
combination or trust, for the purpose of regu- 
lating or controlling the production or prices 
of such articles of merchandise, the President 
shall issue his proclamation declaring that all 
similar articles of merchandise,when imported 
into this country from foreign countries, shall 
be admitted free of duty; the admission free 
of duty to take effect from the time fixed in 
the President's proclamation, and to continue 
so long as such agreement, combination or 
trust may continue, and no longer; the time 
of discontinuance to be deteymined by the 
President and notice thereof to be given by 
proclamation. 


The President shall not issue a proclamation 
as provided in this section unless it shall ap-

Tuesday, | 
and higher cables on the alkaloid.Such | 
improvement as has occurred was made 
without the assistance of. actual spec- 
ulative purchases, unless the active 
buying of jobbers and small dealers can 
be classed under that head, The. de- 
mand experienced during the past week 
is generally considered to represent the 
actual requirements of the trade, it be- 
ing well understood that the period of 
greatest consumption is now at hand, 
while the smaller dealers, as a rule, are 
believed to be unprepared for it owing 
to the hand to mouth policy they have 
pursued, when placing orders, during 
several months past. 

All recent reports have indicated an 
advancing tendency on the other side, 
and this has naturally been reflected 
here. One of the elements of strength 
here is the inquiry from buyers, sup- 
posed to represent what is vaguely 
known as the. European syndicate. 
Whether this so-called syndicate is an 
individual, a single house or a number 
of speculators acting in harmony, ap- 
pears a matter of mere conjecture,but it 
unquestionably exercises a considerable 
influence on both sides of the water, 
and is trotted out as an important fac- 
tor whenever signs. of improvement. 
appear. How great will be the effect 
of inquiries purporting to eminate from 
it, we are unable to determine, but 
those who believe that better times are 
in store for manufacturers and out- 
side holders of quinine are of 
the opinion that the market pos- 
sesses elements of strength that 
do not require the assistance of 
speculators to develop. However, it is 
generally understood,that the so-called 
syndicate, having bought heavily both 
in this market and abroad last fall, now 
desires to obtain control of the market, 
so that it may reap the full benefits of 
its dealings. Notwithstanding the talk 
of the reduced cost of manufacturing 
quinine, the opinion is entertained in 
some quarters that the present cost of 
bark, the expense entailed by the pro- 
cess of manufacture, and the cost of 
marketing, ete., compel the manufac- 
turers to sell at loss, when accepting 
current market prices. Some of the 
foreign producers have found the drain 
too great, and have practically with- 
drawn from the market, according to 
the most reliable information at hand. 
On this side of the Atlantic but one, 
or at the most two manufacturers are be- 
lieved to be turning out quinine, the rec- 
ords of the bark auctions showing that 
the others have bought little or no bark 
for some time past. Taking these facts 
in connection with the decreased im- 
ports of quinine, and the natural in- 
crease of consumption, the inference is 
drawn that the surplus. stock, in this 
country at least, is materially smaller 
than some estimates would make it. 
And herein lies one of the elements of 
strength upon which reliance is placed 
by a number of holders. Whether 
their trust is well stayed is a question, 
the solution of which must be deferred. 

But perhaps the most encouraging 
feature, to many, at least, who find the 
future looking brighter, is what they 
believe to be the improvement in the 
bark situation. There seems to be 
ground for this in the fact that the 
actual shipments of bark from Ceylon 
are fully two million pounds short of 


what they were to the same date 
last year, and the expectation 
is that they will show a much 


greater decrease before the season is 
ended, This latter opinion is based on 
the report that the labor heretofore em- 
ployed on the bark plantations is now 
being used in the cultivation of tea 
and its preparation for the market, the 
planters finding that crop a more 
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profitable and satisfactory one than 
cinchona, It is given out as an impor- 
tant fact for consideration that the 
cinchona now being marketed is of in- 
ferior quality, consisting mostly of 
twig and root bark. It is believed that 
the shipments from Ceylon must de- 
crease year by year, owing to the fail- 


| ure of the trees and the fact that no 


young trees are being set out to replace 
those which have outlived their useful- 
The ‘unprofitable condition of 
the bark trade has induced planters to 
turn their attention to tea, cardamoms, 
and other crops promising profitable 
returns. It seems puite possible that, 
as we have heard it stated, the time 
nay come when the market will be de- 
pendent for the bulk of its supplies 
upon Java and other producing coun- 
tries, unless there is a very material 
advance in market prices. The opinion 
which has been frequently expressed 
that the declining production of Ceylon 
will be made up by Java and other 
plantations, is not altogether coincided 
in by those who have studied the situ- 
ation, though it is conceded that this 
may be probable. If this were not the 
case, quinine would no doubt be con- 
siderably higher in price than it now is. 

There is, however, so much of un- 
certainty in the situation that it would 
be hazardous to advance any positive 
opinion, and we are prepared to wait 
until it is demonstrated beyond perad- 
venture that all the weaker elements 
have been obliterated.

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NEW FEATURES OF THE SUMAC 
> MARKET. 

We hear it stated that the consump- 

tion of ground sumac is on the 

decrease, that prices have declined 


owing to the substitution of other art- 
icles, and that the industry is on the 
wane. The result of an investigation 
by the REPORTER fails to confirm the 
statement. There is less demand for 
foreign sumac, simply because the do- 
mestic article is taking its place, and 
the importations in consequence ex- 
hibit a decrease. Importers of the 
Sicily product in the leaf, bolted or 
extract form, acknowledge that their 
sales have fallen off owing to competi- 
tion with domestic sumac, while deal- 
ers in the latter and makers of extracts 
report an unprecedented increase in 
the movement during the past two 
years. What one has lost the other 
has gained, and probably to stem the 
tide against them the importers re- 
duced their prices on bolted which 
had a corresponding effect on home 
sumac, as the foreign article controls 
values, A feature of the market is the 
importation of leaves for extract manu- 
facturers, to make an extract which 
the Virginia product will not answer 


for. The superiority of Sicily 
sumac has always been conceded 
on account of its colorless quali- 


ties as a mordant, and this is said to 
be owing to the peculiar characteristics 
of the Italian soil which is impregnated 
with sulphur and supposed to act asa 
natural bleaching agent. But recent 
experiments with extracts made from 
the domestic article compare favorably 
with foreign extracts, and it is claimed 
that the former contain the same am- 
ount of tannin or tannic acid and for 
certain purposes are considered super- 
ior to that made from Sicily. Consumers 
have certainly appreciated the efforts 
made to improve the quality from the 
fact that it requires six American man- 
ufacturers to supply the demand for 
extracts, and all of them went into the 
business since 1883 when the tariff was 
altered in their favor. It is hardly 
necessary to state that the change in 
this respect has caused the domestie 
makers to be firm believers in a pro- 
tective policy. The position is better 
explained by the following informa- 
tion which was gleaned by an inter- 
view: * 

~*Mr. W. J. Matheson, manager of the New 
York Sumac Extract Company, one of the 


largest concerns of the kind in the country, 
declined to be interviewed upon the subject, 
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“Previous to 1883, the tariff on extract of 
sumac was 10 per cent.ad valorem. At that 
time all the sumac extract consumed in this 
country was imported. In 1883 the duty of 20 
per cent. was placed on this article. Under 
this encouragement they commenced the man- 
ufacture, and while at first we were able to 
make extract of sumac at a cost a little under 
the cost of importation, we were not able to 
make it at so lowa cost that we could have 

ompeted with the importer of foreign ex- 
tract if the duty had been taken off. In other 
words, while the cost of extract then made by 
us was cheaper than the cost of the imported, 
it was not cheaper by an amount equal to the 
duty. As, however. we gained in experience, 
we cheapened the cost of the extract until now 
the price to the consumer is from 34@34gc per 
pound, while previous to the manufacture in 
this country sumac extract wasselling at from 
5@7k<c. The protective system in this instance 
has brought into being an industry which gives 
employment to a number of people; how 
many, I am unable to state, but there are sev- 
eral manufacturers, and it has increased the 
farm products to the extent of ninety thou- 
sand dollars, while it has at the same time re- 
duced the price of the manufactured article 
to the consumer about 50 per cent.” 

Weare informed that about twenty 
million pounds of sumac leaves from 
Virginia, Pennsylvania and Maryland 
were used for extracts last year, or an 
increase of about forty per cent. over 
the previous year. In 1882 there was 
gathered in Virginia from seven mil- 
lion to ten million pounds of sumac 
leaf; none of this was used in the man- 
ufacture of extract, but the entire quan- 
tity was ground by the Virginia mill- 
ers. Last year, whileabout the same 
amount of ground sumac was absorbed 
by the market,there was gathered and 
sold to the manufacturers of extract by 
the Virginia farmers about 18 million 
pounds of leaf, worth at a rough esti- 
mate $200,000. Sumac was growing in 
Pennsylvania in great quantities, but 
was not utilized until lately. It was 
allowed to rot until certain buyers dis- 
covered it and contracted last year for 
nearly two million pounds, worth from 
$18,000 to $20,000 and this quantity will 
increase probably from year to year. 
It is also claimed that five times more 
of domestic sumac extracts are used 
than the foreign article. 

Adulteration is a growing source of 
annoyance, and consumers discover 
that they have bought chestnut, divi 
divi, myrabolam or a mixture of 
glucose and molasses instead of pure 
sumac. They have been recommended 
to reject all extracts containing less 
than 26 per cent. of tannic acid. 
Probably the addition of adulterants 
has done more to baffle the skill of the 
dyer and bring into disrepute colors of 
intrinsic merit than any other cause. 
The REPORTER was shown a sample 
on Saturday of what was represented 
to be pure sumac extract and which 
turned out to be nothing more than 
chestnut extract without a trace of 
sumac. There could be no doubt 
about the test, as it was made by a 
chemist. 

The Government statistics on im- 
ports make no mention of the leaf and 
in the published statements for the 
past nine months, ground sumac is the 
only article included under that head, 
which would create the impression 
that no extraets were imported during 
that time, but such is not thecase. 
As will be seen by the figures below, 
extracts show an increase for the last 
fiscal year of the Government and in 
the absence of official information, it is 
to be taken for granted from general 
observation that the importation of ex- 
tracts has been light since then on ac- 
count of the moderate stocks on hand. 
The following official statistics speak 
for themselves. When not otherwise 
specified they are for the years ending 
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THE TRADE IN ANILINE DYES. 

“A gentleman who has paid a recent 
visit to the home of aniline dyes, in- 
forms the REPORTER that the industry 
is still suffering from the same sharp 
competition which has. characterized 
the business for the past few years, 
and that there is no hope.of an im- 
provement in this respect, as produc- 
tion is still largely in excess of the con- 
sumption, and the leading manufac- 
turers are opposed to the adoption of 
any artificial means for regulating the 
trade. They have frequently discussed 
co-operation but hesitate to act for 
various potent reasons. The lesson of 
the combination on artificial alizarine 
is before them, and it is desired to pre- 
vent the same result. Before the 
compact between the alizarine makers 
was entered into, several concerns 
were on the verge of bankruptey, but 
having been taken into the ‘“‘combine,” 
they were given a new lease of life, 
and at the expiration of the under- 
standing found themselves on as good 
a financial footing as their larger com- 
petitors, much to the disadvantage of 
the latter, who had unconsciously 
built up.their rivals. To do this, a 
higher schedule of prices. had to be 
realized, and consumers became rest- 
less under the yoke. In fact, the 
high values. demanded for alizarine 
became such a_ burden to the 
Scotch turkey-red dyers that they 
formed a company for making their 
own raw material, and this had the 
effect of dislodging the foundation 
of the combination on. alizarine 
and since then there has been no 
effort to revive the organization, while 
the company composed of large con- 
sumers is still in existence. The in- 
terests of aniline dye makers are so di- 
versified as to make the difficulties in 
the way of a successful combination 
almost insurmountable, and they rec- 
ognize the fact that unless cooperation 
is of collateral value to consumers it 
will prove an utter failure. 

In lieu of an association ‘to better 
their condition, the dye manufacturers 
are attracting patronage by introducing 
new dyestuffs, and by placing a better 
quality of goods upon the market hope 
to control the larger portion of the 
trade and wipe out weak competitors 
who are not advancing with the times. 
This is exemplified by the fact that 
new colors are announced periodically 
to displace others on the market for 
years, and we learn that experiments 
have just been completed and patents 
granted abroad for a new series of ben- 
zodine colors, ‘which promise to revolu- 
tionize dyeing in the cotton line, as 
they can be made cheaper, no mor- 
dants are required in their use, dyeing 
is done in one operation and they resist 
the action of light. It-seems that the. 
recent new reds or scarlets and in fact 
most of the substantive colors, lack 
these qualities. 

The future of anilines is very encour- 
aging as they are advancing in popu- 
larity and the consumption in conse- 
quence is rapidly on the increase. The 
enlarged movement during the past two 
years has been enormous and this is 
due to the gradual retirement of natu- 
ral dyes because anilines give a faster 
color, are cheaper and more- simple in 
their application. Guarancine is one 
of the articles supplanted to a large.ex- 
tent by coal tar products, and were it 
not for government assistance in 
France it would have very little show 
in commerce. It appears. that the de- 
cline in. the guarancine industry had 
such a disastrous effect. on two large 
districts. in France that a law was 
passed requiring all red clothing worn 
by soldiers to be dyed with guarancine, 
and this measure of protection has en- 
abled the population of these two dis- 
tricts to exist. The history of the rise and 
fall of cochineal is well known, and the 
radical change is to. be attributed to 
anilines. American manufacturers of 
coal tar dyes have made and lost con- 
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siderable money. by their enterprise in 
this direction; but they have not lost 
hope of future reward. Circumstances 
may make the industry more profitable 
but not at the present stage of active 
competition. 

The consumption of benzoles has 
so greatly increased that in Eng- 
land coal is burned in order to get 
the hydrocarbons from tar. Formerly 
tar was the by product of gas and the 
output exceeded the demand, resulting 
in accumulated supplies, but the 
changed situation places gas as the by- 
product. It is even expected that the 
ordinary supply of coal tar will not be 
sufficient in the near future to meet the 
wants of the aniline trade, and that 
some method will have to be adopted 
for saving the hydrocarbons lost in the 
consumption of coal by factory fur- 
naces. If the exigencies of the case de- 
mand it, petroleum could be used in- 
stead for producing colors, as experi- 
ments with both crude and its tar 
have been successful and are on rec- 
ord as satisfying the experimenters, 
although no measures have been taken 
tocarry out the practical tests on a 
larger scale for commercial purposes.

THE ADVANCE IN ALCOHOL. 

No previous intimation had been re- 
ceived here of a pending advance in 
alcohol, when on the day following our 
last issue the price was raised four cents 
per gallon. This was followed on Sat- 
urday by another advance of two cents 
per gallon, making the jobbing quota- 
tions two dollars and eighteen cents. 
At the same time the price of Cologne 
spirits advanced to two dollars and 
twenty-three and a half cents per gal- 
lon. Coming so unexpectedly this in- 
crease in prices gave rise to a rumor 
that the dealers association, to which 
reference was made in a recent issue of 
the REPORTER, was at the bottom of 
it. One of the daily papers got hold of 
this rumor and worked it up into a sen- 
sational story, in which it was inti- 
mated that another trust had obtained 
control of the market, whose object 
was ‘‘to exact a few more dollars of 
profit by combination than they could 
obtain in the natural adjustment of 
supply and demand.” The fact is the 
market is now, and for some time past 
has been, regulated by the National 
Distillers’ and Cattlefeeders’ Trust, 
whose headquarters is at Peoria, IIl., 
the center of the region, where nearly 
all of the proof spirits is distilled. 

It is true that there exists an organi- 
zation of the receivers of alcohol and 
Cologne spirits in this city who, under 
arrangements perfected a little over a 
month ago with the distillers’ combina- 
tion, attend to the wants of the dis- 
tributing trade of the East. This or- 
ganization meets at frequent stated in- 
tervals, but has no voice in the fixing 
of prices. The order to advance prices 
was telegraphed them on Wednesday 
and again on Saturday, and there was 
no other course open to them but to 
comply. In fact the distillers’ trust 
has taken every precaution to insure 
obedience to its mandates by the deal- 
ers. Among these precautionsisa rule 
which imposes a fine of three hundred 
dollars upon the dealer who sells alco- 
hol below the price fixed by the trust, 
and euts off all further supplies if he 
eommits the offense a second time. 
Thus the price fixed is an arbitrary 
one. .On the other hand the distrib- 
utors’ association does not prevent free 
competition among its members, and 
as under the conditions now existing 
the competition is sharp, each of the dis- 
tributors is compelled to sell down close 
to the established prices, and therefore 
buyers will not likely be overcharged. 

As to the cause of the advance in dis- 
tilled spirits, opinions differ, even 
among those who are supposed to be in 

@ position to know the facis. Some 
say that the advance is a natural one, 
being based partly upon the increase 
in consumption which always occurs 











at this time of the year, and! partly 
upon the enhanced cost of corn. An- = 
other theory is that the distillers’ 
trust, which has been constantly gain- 
ing strength since its organization in: 
January, now has, 
control of the market and can dictate 
prices. 
is said, itis not guided so much by a 
desire to obtain all it ean out of the 
business at the expense of consumers, 
as to restore the reasonable profits 
which were entirely obliterated by the: 
unrestricted competition prevailing: 
prior to the organization of the dis 
tillers’ trust. 
relating to the cause of the advance i# 
meager, however, but there is good 
reason to believe that all of the cir- 
cumstances above mentioned have had 
more or less to do with it. 
the distillers’ combination will be sat- 
isfied with a reasonable profit will be 
demonstrated, probably, within the 
next few days.

The 
Borax Board, representing the major-

Nor 
can we countenance the spirit which 
seeks to involve an entire industry be-.

ceive all that is due them, and we 
have little doubt of the readiness of 
the firm to make good its promises of a 
satisfactory settlement.

THE POSITION OF NITRATE OF 
SODA. 

The nitrate of soda market appar- 
ently possesses unusual powers of re- 
cuperation. But a few weeks ago the 
prospects were anything but encourag- 
ing. Supplies were excessive, the de- 
mand slack and prices weak. The fact 
appeared to be that speculation in the 
article had been overdone and every- 
body was sick of it. Last August the 
arrivals here were very heavy and the 
price dropped under pressure of stocks 
on an unwilling market from two dol- 
lars and twenty cents per hundred 
pounds to one dollar and seventy-five 
cents. These arrivals belonged mostly 
to speculators who eventually disposed 
of them to consumers or regular deal- 
ers, and as the principal holders after 
that presented a strong front prices be- 
gan gradually to advance until they 
got back to two dollars and twenty 
cents per hundred pounds. Then be- 
gan another retrograde movement 
which culminated a week or two ago. 
March arrivals were very heavy and as 
they came in at a season of inactivity 
the natural result was a break in values. 

Now the market is beginning to re- 
cover again, and the position is appar- 
ently very favorable to holders. One 
of the facts that has conduced to this 
very satisfactory condition of affairs— 
from the sellers’ standpoint—is that 
two cargoes of nitrate which threat- 
ened if kept here to again “unsettle 
this market, were taken for Europe, 
where, until quite recently, the dealers 
were very short of stock, adverse winds 
keeping their vessels out. Another 
favorable symptom is the revival and 
apparently healthy condition of the 
consuming demand here. Still an- 
other factor of much importance is the 
fact that but one more vessel will arrive 
here until the end of June, the stock 
already here being well cared for. 
Beside, the arrivals after June will be 
higher-priced than those of recent 
date, owing to the advance on the 
coast. So far the advance in the spot 
market has not been very great, but it 
is taken as an earnest of much higher 
figures as the season advances, unless 
some unforseen circumstance should 
arise to check the improvement, and 
that is not feared.

APRIL PETROLEUM STATISTICS. 


The regular monthly statistics of the 
several pipe lines for the month of 
April has been issued, and as the end 
of April completes the first half of the 
year in which the shut-down is to bein 
operation, the figures prove of unusual 
interest, showing, as they do, the ef- 
fect of the shut-down on production 
and stocks. The reduction in stocks 
during April amounted to 553,497 bar- 
rels, which is a much smaller reduction 
than was looked for, the general belief 
being, based on the daily reports of 
runs and deliveries and the restricted 
production, that the stock statement 
would show a shrinkage of at least1,000,- 
000 barrels. At this rate of reduction the 
stocks above ground would become ex- 
hausted in about four years, there be- 
ing at present something over 25,000,000 
barrels in the custody of the several 
pipe lines. The decrease in stocks 
since the inauguration of the shut- 
down last November amounts to 5,822,- 
776 barrels. If the April statement 
proves disappointing to the members 
of the Producers’ Protective Associa- 
tion, they should be satisfied with the 
result of the first half of the term of 
their shut-down agreement. In the re- 
duction of stocks by nearly 6,000,000 
barrels they have accomplished much 
more than was believed would be pos- 
ible and they have so far cause to be 
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satisfied with the result. The agree- 
ment-of the producers contemplated a 
reduction of the production to the ex- 
tent of 17,500 barrels per day, which 
for the six months would amount to 
8,185,000 barrels, and the reduction in 
stocks has been 2,637,776 barrels in ex- 
cess of this amount. The deliveries 
during April were smaller than during 
March, but show little variation from 
those during April last year, and this 
decrease in itself is not significant, as 
April is one of the dullest months of 
the year. The most important, and to 
the members of the P. P. A. the most 
unsatisfactory part of the report, 
is the statement of runs. During April 
the runs averaged 44,509 barrels per 
day, which is an increase of 1,783 per 
day over the average runs during the 
preceding month, and exceeds the runs 
during November last by 4,267 barrels 
per day. This is the discouraging fea- 
ture of the pipe line reports to the 
members of the P. P. A., it showing 
that notwithstanding their continued 
efforts to induce outside drillers to re- 
frain from opening new wells, the pro- 
duction has been increased to that ex- 
tent. The small decrease in stocks is 
of course in part due to the increase in 
production. 

The monthly statement of exports of 
mineral oils, compiled by the Bureau 
of statistics at Washington, is also to 
hand. The total exports during April 
show a decrease of 8,081,907 gallons as 
compared with the exports during 
April last year. In view of the fact 
that this decrease is fairly attributable 
to competition in the foreign markets 
on the part of Russian oil, the exhibit 
is not pleasing. The exports of crude 
oil during the month show an increase 
of 149,460 gallons. The exports of 
naphtha show an increase of 594,956 
gallons, while the increase’ in 
the exports of lubricating oils amounts 
to 538,677 gallons. The decrease in the 
shipments is shown in the exports of 
illuminating oil, the decrease in which 
during last month, as comprred with 
with those of April last year, was 8,685,- 
356 gallons. This exhibit is not satis- 
factory, and in connection with the in- 
creased runs and smaller reduction in 
stocks, constitute the bear features of 
the reports which are industriously 
made use of by the bear operators when 
confronted by what is termed by the 
bulls as “‘the bullish statistical situa- 
tion.”

INCREASING CONSUMPTION OF 
GAMBIER. 


Gambier is receiving unusual atten- 
tion at present, owing to the statistical 
position of the article and upward ten- 
dency of the market. It is claimed 
that gambier enters a channel former- 
ly occupied exclusively by sumac and 
that its consumption is gradually wid- 
ening to important proportions. The 
substitution of ‘‘dongola” leather for 
morocco has wrought the change in 
favor of gambier, as it seems to be bet- 
ter suited for the new style of leather, 
while sumac could only be used on mo- 
rocco, but this item alone does not ma- 
terially decrease the movement of su- 
mac. There are other conditions of 
trade which affect the latter, as stated 
in another column. . Gambier is grad- 
ually meeting with a larger outlet, as 
is evidenced by the increased importa- 
tions. The shipments from Singapore 
to the United States during the ten 
years ending December 31, 1875, aver- 
aged 6,200 tons per year, in comparison 
with 7,400 tons for a similar period end- 
ing with 1885. During the following 
year the shipments to the United 
States aggregated 7,520 tons, and last 
year they had increased to 8,100 tons. 
From January 1 to, May 1 they amount- 
ed to 1,875 tons, or 15,912 bales. At 
the latter date there were 10,024 bales 
in the American markets, distributed 
between New York and Boston, with 
11,000 bales afloat for this port and 
2,000 for Boston. The visible supply 


to September is, therefore, 28,024 bales, 
against 34,115 same time last year. 
Nearly 30,000 bales have moved into 
consumption since January 1 from 
New York and Boston, and if the trade 
in the article continues as active as 
during the past four months, there will 
not be sufficient to supply the demand. 
But the summer season is generally 
quiet and large consumers are appar- 
ently well supplied at the moment. 
The statistics, however, indicate the 
advance made by gambier, and how it 
has managed to more than hold its 
own in the vicissitudes of trade and 
changing of styles. 
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COTTONSEED SOAP STOCK. 


Reference has frequently been made 
in the REPORTER lately to the scarcity 
of cottonseed soap stock and the lower 
grades of oil, which is owing to the in- 
creased demand from soap makers. 
The latter, when called upon to be 
interviewed on the subject, are not 
inclined to disclose their secrets of 
trade for the benefit of competitors. 
When they discovered the advantages 
to be gained by using the cottonseed 
product, other soap stocks were quietly 
laid aside and the new candidate for 
public favor taken up. Last week we 
heard of cotton oil causing an impor- 
tant increase in the capital stock of a 
soap company, and influencing the 
management to build an extension to 
the works. It seems that the company 
has come into possession of an alleged 
new process for the manufacture of 
soap, by which the ancient objections 
to cotton oil as a high grade fat for 
purposes of saponification have been 
overcome, and it is now possible to 
make the highest grades of soap 
from cottonseed at a price which can 
compete successfully even with the 
lowest grade vegetable products or 
those derived from animal fats. 

This would mean that the finest 
castile soaps made from olive oil can 
be improved by the use of cotton oil 
instead, and that toilet soaps can be 
made cheaper and better by substi- 
tuting the latter. The cheapness of 
the raw material is a great advantage, 
and in this respect cottonseed soap 
stock is a strong competitor of olive, 
cocoanut, palm, and in fact all other 
soap stocks. Whether the curtailed 
consumption of these staples is owing 
directly to the increased use of the 
cottonseed pruduct, is not yet de- 
termined, but the larger production of 
the latter this season and the unusual 
scarcity of supplies would seem to 


confirm that assumption.

LEGISLATING ON ADULTERATION. 


The House Committee on Agriculture 
would like to dispose of the question 
of adulteration, but the members are 
in a dilemma over the many ‘propos- 
itions received and scarcely know 
what action to take. Of course, the 
lard agitation does not come under 
this head as it has practically come to 
anend. The committee found that a 
mere repetition of the oleomargarine 
law as applied to lard would not be 
tolerated by public sentiment and that 
the selfish dictates of competitive in- 
terests are not safe guides in legislative 
action. The committee became im- 
pressed, however, with the bélief 
that the demand for some form 
of pure _ food - legislation is a 
reasonable and just one, and 
that the Federal Government should 
cooperate with the States so far as is 
necessary and proper to compel truth- 
ful representations as to the character 
and components of drugs and food 
products offered for sale, As to the 
manner of accomplishing vhis object, 
opinions could scarcely be more 
diverse. 

Representatives of a well known 
Western firm have submitted a prop- 
osition which contemplates the gen- 
eral enforcement of a system of brand- 
ing and labeling adulterations accord- 








ipg to their components. A number 
of bills have also been prepared by in- = 
terested persons from various stand- 
points, but their provisions vary 


widely; some are in favor of 
legalizing adulterations by taxing 
them, which is a very objection- 


able feature, and some provide for 
their entire prohibition; while others 
aim at securing truthful brands and 
suppressing compounds injurious to 
health. All of the measures were con- 
sidered by the committee last week, 
and objections presented against every 
proposition suggested. There was 
a division of sentiment as to the advise 
ability of attempting any legislation 
and the committee decided to take a 
vote at the next meeting to settle this 
point of difference. If an act is to be 
prepared, the members voting in its 
favor will be constituted a sub-commit- 
tee to complete the work. The task is 
not an easy one as they have found by 
alittle general inquiry. A universal © 
system oof inspection, analyses, 
branding and labeling, with taxa- 
tion for adulterated articles, will neces- 
sitate complicated machinery to re- 
strict commercial fraud and supprese 
injurious compounds, but the question 
is not one to be solved by federal legis- 
lation. Each State has police powers ~ 
to regulate the manufacture and sale 
of food products, according to the de- 
cision of the U. 8. Supreme Court in 
the case of the Pennsylvania oleomar- 
garine law, and congress could easily 
be relieved from its embarassing posi- 
tion by dismissing the subject in favor 
of the State legislatures, where it pro- 
perly belongs.

EXPORTERS TAXED IN ENGLAND. 


There has been some discussion in 
the drug trade over the decision of the 
English Government to assess a pro- 
gressive income tax on all foreign 
houses trading in England or having 
branch offices there. The tax will not 
be levied proportionately to the profits 
realized by such firms from sales in 
England, it is claimed, but upon the 
total profits made at home, which 
seems ridiculous. A protest was en- 
tered by a French firm against the pay- 
ment of what was considered an ex- 
tortionate assessment, and finally the 
courts were appealed to, but without 
success, as the Supreme Court has just 
confirmed judgment against the firm, 
and there is no alternative but to sub- 
mit. It is claimed that the new de- 
parture will cause a revolution in the 
commercial system, as the income tax 
is very high and there is widespread 
dissatisfaction. French and German 
commercial bodies have memorialized 
their respective governments to take 
measures for counteracting what they 
designate as a British attempt to de- 
stroy the continental export trade. 
Business houses in this city have not 
been advised by their correspondents 
of any change, but the decision of the - 
court which was cabled recently started 
a general inquiry. There is consider- 
able curiosity to learn particulars but 
so far they have been meagre. It is 
argued that foreign firms transacting 
business in the United Kingdom should 
pay the same tax as residents on the 
profits realized from sales exclusively 
made in that country, but outside o 
that England has no right to dictate. 
There may be some mistake about the 
provisions of the law; at all events 


every exporter is a seeker after infor- 
mation.

The stockholders of the Northwest Gas Im- 
provement Company held their annual meet- 
ing in Pittsburgh last week. The election re- 
sulted in the selection of Mr. H. Lafferty, 
president; J. K. Hatfield, vice-president; H. A. 
Spangler, treasurer; and J. G. Ihmsen, secre- 
tary. The company was organized about one 
and a half years ago, and in their patent hold 
the territories of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and 
Michigan for the use of their process. Their 
object is to manufacture gas for illuminating 
and heating purposes from crude petroleum, 
and they have now almost completed a plant 
at Columbiana, O., for thoroughly testing 
their process. It is their intention to ship the 
oil there in barrels, and the officers are confi- 
dent of the complete success of their scheme.

MAHLON SANDS. 


Cable advices from London on May 8 gave 
particulars of the tragic death, at the age of 


47 years,“of Mr. Mahlon Sands, who was a 


prominent figure in the importing and whole- 


sale drug trade of New York eighteen years 


ago. He was killed by his horse stumbling 


and falling on him just as he was starting out 


foraride. It has given a great shock to his 
numerous American friends in London, and 


society generally, where he is well known. 


Before and during the late war the drug house 
of A. B. Sands & Co. coined money, and every- 
one connected with it was made wealthy. The 


senior member of the firm was the father of 


Mahlon Sands, and he started in life as a retail 
druggist at the corner of Broadway and 
Chambers street, where he introduced “Sand’s 
Sarsaparilla,” which became a valuable trade 
mark and laid the foundation of his fortune.In 
after years the retail establishment was remov- 
ed to Fulton and Gold streets, where a jobbing 
department was added. Increased prosperity 
caused another removal to the corner of Ful- 
ton and William streets and several stores on 
both thoroughfares were leased in order to 
enlarge the jobbing business and include the 
importation of drugs. The retail department 
was continued until serious objections were 
made by Malhon Sands who was then a mere 
youth from college. He always entertained 
elevated ideas about business matters and 
wanted to do everything on a large scale; he 
argued that the retail way was too slow a 
method of realizing profits. He gained his 
point and the retail branch was discontinued. 
After the death of A. B. Sands, which occur- 
red about 1860, Mahlon succeeded to the busi- 
ness and retained his father’s only partner, 
Alexander V. Blake, who had originally come 
to the house as a bookkeeper. They branched 
out in large enterprises and although suffering 
heavy losses from failures, and depreciation 
of values on goods, the house continued to 
add to #ts popularity and prosperity. Mahlon 
attended to the foreign correspondence and 
did all the buying which necessitated frequent 
visits to Europe. It is said that his views were 
too high strung for a successful business. His 
efforts were concentrated in cornering the 
market on various articles, and the trade still 
recall his failure in this direction on camphor 
and gentian root. 

On one occasion in 1868 his arrival in 
London was announced in a_ daily 
paper as “Sarsaparilla Sands,” and as he was 
somewhat of a figure in English society and 
the clubs, the name grated harshly on his ear, 
but when joking friends poked it at him on 
the street and at receptions, forbearance 
ceased to be a virtue. He surprised his part- 
ner and the employes by sending instructions 
to destroy all evidences of the sarsaparilla by 
demolishing the laboratory, boxes, bottles, 
&c., and to stop its sale immediately. It was 
not known at the store what caused the mad 
freak, but orders had to be obeyed; large 
quantities of the sarsaparilla were emptied 
into the sewers; the laboratory was disman- 
tled and the fixtures sold to junk dealers; 
labels and bottles were destroyed and boxes 
having the name burnt in were used for kind- 
ling. A gentleman in this city who distinctly 
remembers the circumstance, having assisted 
to break up the sarsaparilla trade, states that 
a very large revenue was derived from its sale, 
and that the trade mark alone was worth con- 
siderable money at the time as the article was 
acknowledged to be the best of the kind on 
the market and had found ready sale every- 
where, especially on the Pacific coast. After 
this incident, consumers would come to the 
store and offer five or ten dollars for a single 
bottle, but not one could be had for love or 
money, and thus a valuable proprietary arti- 
cle was wiped out of existence. 

Mahlon became restless under the restraints 
of an active business career and desiring to 
live abroad, he sold out his interest in 1870 to 
Philip J. Sands, a young brother who had been 
filling a responsible position in the store. The 
firm name of A. B. Sands & Co. was continued 
until 1875 when Messrs. Sands and Blake con- 
cluded they had made sufficient money tote 





t ire on, and liquidated the affairs of the con- 
cern; most of the goods were bought by one 
of the wholesale houses in this city, and one 
competitor less was left in the field. Philip is 
.Still said to be a resident of New York in win- 
ter. His brother, Harry Sands, was never 
identified with the drug trade on account of 
his youth, and is now living on his income in 
Paris. The estate still owns four proprietary 
goods known as “Wright’s Pills,” “McMunn’s 
Elixir of Opium,” “Clove Anodyne” and 
“*Leidy’s Blood Pills,” which are said to bring 
in a good annual revenue. 

Mahlon Sands married a Miss Minturn who 
had relatives in this city. While on a tour 
through India she died and left one daughter. 
His second wife is the daugher of Levi P. Mor- 
ton. About ten years ago he took up his resi- 
dence abroad but engaged in no active busi- 
ness since. He died within two hours of the 
accident, in the presence of his wife. Henry 
White of the Legation and Lord Rothschild, 
both friends of the deceased, were early on 
the scene, and were up half the night 
making arrangements. Owing to their 
influence, the Coroner was permitted to have 
the body removed to the residence in George 
street, Hanover Square, an almost unprece- 
dented favor, the custom being to hold an in- 
quest where he died ‘Sr at the nearest public 
house or mortuary. The remains were moved 
from the hospitalin anordinary shell and were 
superbly coffined during the day. The body, 
in accordance with the known desire of the 
deceased was clothed in broad plaid shoot- 
ing costume. The funeral services were held 
in St. George’s Church, Hanover square, 
Friday morning. The body was afterwards 
taken to Kensal Green Cemetery where the 
remains will lie until forwarded to New York.

It is a long time since London society has re- 
ceived a shock equal to that caused by the 
death of Mr. Sands, according to cablegrams 
received here. Except to a few intimate 
friends the news was unknown until pub- 
lished in the later editions of the afternoon 
papers, and then there was a great rush of 
sympathetic callers. The Prince of Wales, 
who, with the Princess, is at Glasgow, in con- 
nection with the opening of the great inter- 
national exhibition there, first heard of the 
news through the local evening papers, friends 
in London fearing to upset him by telegraph- 
ing intelligence. Since Mr. Sands went to 
London he has been in what is known as the 
Prince of Wales’ set. The Prince frequehely 
visited, lunched and dined with him, and a 
close friendship between the heir to the tnrone 
of England and the genial Republican was a 
subject of frequent remark in society. “Mr. 
Sands went to the levee held the other week 
by the Prince. 

CHARLES F. TAY. 

After a short illness of only one week, Mr. 
Charles F. Tay of the firm of Messrs. Howe, 
Balch & Tay, died at his residence in Brooklyn, 
on Monday, May 7th,of typhoid pneumonia. 
Mr. Tay went with the predecessors of the 
present firm, as bookkeeper about 10 years ago, 
and upon the firm’s establishing a branch house 
in New York, was selected to take charge of 
the same. When the dissolution of the firm of 
Messrs. Howe & Goodwin took place, some 
3 years ago, he, with Mr. A. P. Balch, who had 
been with the firm since boyhood, were taken 
into partnership by Mr. Howe, the firm name 
becoming Howe, Balch & Tay. Mr. Tay was 
devoted to his business, and his friends really 
attribute his sickness to over exertions and 
anxiety. Short services were held at his resi- 
dence on Tuesday night, and the remains were 
interred at Salem, Mass., on Thursday. He was 
a comparatively young man, being only 33 
years of age. He leaves a wife and two young 
children, who have the heartfelt sympathy of 
his many frinds, and also his business associates, 
with whom his word was as good as his bond. 
It is not probable that the death of Mr. Tay 
will make any change in the firm name. 


ABRAHAM FRANK DOWNING. 

Although he had been ailing for more than 
six months past the death of Mr. Abraham F. 
Downing on Monday evening last, was sudden 
and unexpected, resulting from dropsy of the 
heart. Mr Downing was prominently connect- 
ed with the drug trade of this city, for over 
a quarter of a century, during most of which 
time he was with Messrs. Lanman & Kemp.For 
many years he acted as manager for that house, 
and,for them,travelled extensively in Europe 
and South America, acquiring an intimate 
and extensive knowledge of the commerce of 
all the countries he visited. Ten years ago 
he went to San Francisco, where he estab- 
lished the firm of A. F. Downing & Co., 
now Downing & Schmidt. Ultimately he re- 
turned to New York, resuming his position as 
manager for Messrs, Lanman & Kemp, and 
about three years was admitted to partner- 
ship in the firm, Finding himself in failing 
health, he took a trip to Florida last winter, but 
becoming restless under the forced inactivity, 
shortly returned.

CHICAGO LETTER.

CHICAGO, May 12, 1884 


In linseed oil the aggregate business traps- 
acted during the week has been of a volume 
and character gratifying to producers. While 
it has not equalled in extent the trade of the 
corresponding week of 1887, it contrasts fav- 
orably with that of the second week of April 
of last year, and it must be remembered that 
the present season is just about one month 
behind. Round lots of oil are moving freely, 
and the feeling on the part of holders and 
brokers is very firm. 

There still seems to be an effort on the part 
of certain parties to break the market hefe. 
The crushers who formerly “withdrew” some 
ten days ago,seem to have reappeared, and 
while it cannot be learned that they are s@ll- 
ing any oil, the fact of offerings being made 
at figures below current quotations naturajly 
tends to induce a lack of confidence on the 
part of consumers. The disposition which Ras 
prompted the adoption of such a policy is not 
regarded here as one of which its owners need 
feel proud. Probably the best remedy to'be 
applied in the emergency would be a mani- 


































festation of a little more backbone by the 
local producers. An advance of one or two 
cents per gallon directly in the face lof 
such an an attempt to disturb the 
Chicago market in a spirit (so far as 
it is apparent) of mere sae 
might teach the invading squad a lesson. a 
the advance does not occur, and conjectures 
as to the cause are numerous. That prides 
should not have been raised a month ago, 
when no man knew what kind of a snoéw 
storm the next day would bring forth, was 
natural enough; but now that this dastardly 
climate is beginning to show signs of abatihg 
its severity, that cause is hardly adequate {to 
explain the present position of affairs. There 
is no doubt that some of the most conserWa- 
tive mills are indisposed to consent to an ¢id- 
vance pending the present agitation of the 
tariff. While nobody here is apprehensive ‘of 
the passage of the Mills bill, there are those 
who incline to think that it is unsound policy 
to take any steps which might even indirectly 
tend to the adoption of a measure whfch 
would deal so deadly a blow to one of fhe 
great industries of the nation. That theret is 
more or less force in the argument is concedkd. 
And yet there are some close observers who 
believe that the “wood pile” is not of sudch 
colossal proportions but what they 
can detect a trace of the extremities of the 
African gentleman vainly seeking to concibal 
himself therein. To speak plainly there is a 
latent and very cautiously expressed stis- 
picion that somewhere or other there is! a 
“hitch” in the advancing line of crushers, ‘or, 
in other words, that harmony 9 does 
not rule supreme in the counsels of 
contending factions, Indeed, it is whispered 
that charges of bad faith have been preferréd. 
To those outside the pale. it is rather difficult#to 
see where ‘bad faith” could have occurred, 
unless, indeed, some one or other has been sell- 
ing “futures,” and that is hard to believe,din 
view of the common consent with which evdiry 
one connected with the oil trade—produce®s, 
middle-men and buyers alike—lift their voimes 
in denial. r 
However all this may be, it seems probat le 
now that the price of oil will, before long, the 
forced upward by the very exigencies of tthe 
situation. The commodity has not advancted 
in proportion to the advance in seed—the nre- 
spective percentage being 50 in the case of tBhe 
latter, and 40 in that of the former. Wisth 
fully half the mills closed for lack of seed

Chicago pressers, 
with one accord, declare that so far from their 
orders from the * wool” men having fallen off, 
such orders have more than kept pace with the 
growth of the various branches of woollen 
manufacture. So far as the diminution in the 
use of lard oil for “ headlight” purposes is con- 
cerned, they say that several years have elapsed 
since the compounding of animal and vege- 
table oils for such purposes began, but that 
orders from railroads and other corporations 
and parties interested in the manufacture of 
headlight oil are steadily increasing, and in- 
creasing, too, in a ratio exceeding that of the 
increase of the mileage and rolling stock of the 
roads which use it. These statements, say the 
Chicago pressers, are not the mere fanciful 
outgrowth of distorted imagination: and 
wounded pride, but are abundantly suscepti- 
ble of mathematical demonstration—in fact, 
even by statistical tables. 

If one might judge from the large exporta- 
tion of oleo from this point, one would say 
that at Chicago there was likely to be very 
light accumulation of stocks. From Rotter- 
dam are received advices to the effect that re- 
ceipts are in excess of sales. Yet, Western 
shippers note an advance for the week, and 
consignments go forward without interrup- 
tion.

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Alcohol Everywhere. 

= Prof. Atwater contributes an article on al- 

cohol to the Century for May, from which we 


take the following:

whether alcohol is a natural product. This is, 


. I believe, vigorously denied in some quarters. 


Alcohol, like bread, is manufactured artifici- 
ally froma natural product. In each case 
fermentation, a natural process, is made use 
of. But while bread is known only asa pro- 
duct of manufacture, alcohol appears to be 
very widely distributed in nature, though in 
extremely minute quantities. Nor is this at 
allsurprising. If grapes or apples, or their 
juice, be exposed to the air, fermentation sets 
in and the sugar and other carbohydrates are 
ehanged to alcohol. The ferments which 
cause the change are afloat in the air all 
about, and might not unnaturally attack sim- 
ilar compounds in other vegetable substances, 
Professor Muntz, of the National Agronomic 
Institute in Paris has, by refined chemical 
tests, discovered evidences of alcohol in culti- 
vated soils, in rain water, in sea and river 
water, and in the atmosphere. He finds that

Glass Factories to Shut Down June 15. 


A special dispatch from Pittsburg informs 
us that the Western Window Glass Beneficial 
Association metin Pittsburg on Wednesday 
the 9th inst.,at which thirty-eight manufac- 
turing firms, located in and west of that city 
were represented, Mr. J. D. Catlin, of Ottum- 
wa, Ill., presided, and Mr. William Loeffler, of 
Pittsburg, the secretary of the Association, 
kepta record of the proceedings.

Mr. Coleman denied that his firm had lost 
money in its salmon canning business, but ad- 
mitted that its fruit ventures were not so for- 
tunate. They were large handlers of Califor- 
nia raisins, and when the San Francisco mar- 
ket was inflated last year they purchased heav- 
ily on prospects. Low prices and a stagnant mar- 
ket followed,and bad handling, and the alleged 
ineffectual work of the firm’s eastern corres- 
pondents did the rest. Their failure to realize 
on their borax property, owing to the pros- 
pective bad effects upon the industry, without 
the protection of an import duty, in connec- 
tion with the unfortunate outcome of their 
fruit speculations involved the firm in its pre- 
sent difficulties. 

One of the assignees of William T. Coleman 
& Co. is credited with*saying that the impres- 
sion that the business will be carried on by the 
assignees, pending the settlement of the firm's 
affairs, is incorrect. The assignees have no 
power under the California law to conduct the 
business. The property owned by Mr. Cole- 
man in Marine county, Cal., is estimated to be 
worth $1,500,000, though some think this valu- 
ation too high. A great deal of real estate in 
San Rafael, which is supposed to be owned by 
Mr. Coleman, is said to be in reality, the pro- 
perty of his wife. 

The statements made by the daily papers re- 
garding the Coleman assignment and the borax 
trade in general, are pronounced misleading 
and garbled by those who are ina position to 
know the real facts. It has been asserted that 
Mr. Coleman had done his best to build upa 
monopoly in borax and was one of the promi- 
nent members of the borax combination. A 
gentleman whose firm is represented in the 
Borax Board and who is familiar with all of 
the details of the organization, said to a repre- 
sentative of the REporRTER that Mr. Coleman 
was always opposed to combinations in the 
borax trade, and a great deal of pressure had 
to be brought to bear to get him into the 
Board. Well knowing the richness of his bo- 
rax property he believed he had nothing to 
fear from competition and felt no need of 
combination with other producers. The story 
that Mr. Coleman aimed to get control of the 
borax trade is pronunced absurd. It is known 
that for some time past he has desired to dispose 
of his borax interests and retire,and had not the 
negotiation with the European syndicate been 
knocked in the head by the proposal to place 
borax on the free list, it is probable that he 
would have retired as soon as the sale was 
completed. 

“There have been a great many false and 
misleading statements in the daily press re- 
garding the purposes and effects of the Borax 
Board,” continued our informant. “If the 
writers of the rubbish had possessed them- 
selves of the actual facts, which are readily 
available, their stories—provided they wrote 
with unbiased minds—would have taken a dif- 
ferent tone. For instance, they would have 
found that the reason for the organization of 
the Borax Board, which is not a trust in any 
sense of the word, was because unlimited 
competition had brought the price of borax 
down to ruinously low figures, the net result 
of which was a loss of fully two cents per 
pound to the manufacturers, while at the 
same time their property was being depleted 
of valuable material. Tired of doing business 
on that basis, the manufacturers got together 
and agreed to adopt measures which would 
place production and consumption on more 
equal terms. 

“There has been a great hue and cry against 
the borax monopoly. What are the facts? 
Before the duty was restored in 1883, the borax 
monopoly wasa European institution. The 
producers across the ocean exercised a strict 
control over the borax market, and every 
pound that was sent to this country had to 
pay tribute to that control. For a term of 
years prior to 1883 the price of borax, as statis- 
tics will show, averaged from 24 cents to 33 
cents per pound. It was only the great 
energy, business ability and chemical knowl- 
edge displayed by the producers on the Pacific 
coast in the utilization of the deposits there, 
that enabled them to compete for the trade 
against the European combination. They not 
only succeeded in this, but also in saving to 
American consumers a large percentage of 
the cost which the use of borax here had be- 
fore represented, by compelling the foreign 
producers to make a great concession in 
prices. This is a matter of record, readily 
verified by statistics. Since the duty on borax 
was restored, in 1883, prices have steadily de- 
clined, until to-day the quotation for refined 
borax in New York is 8 cents per pound as 
against 24cents then. In fact the price of 
borax is lower to-day than it has been for the 
past five years, except during a period of de- 
pression last year, when the market was glut- 
ted with stock and prices ruled much below 
the cost of production. Even at eight cents 
per pound, borax ischeap. The Borax Board 
has not unduly advanced the price, and in

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The Oil Trade 25 Years Ago. 


“Uncle” George Leonard, who is known 
from one end of the oil trade to the other, 
was ina reminiscent mood when met by the 
REPORTER representative the other day. 
“How this street has changed!” said he, refer- 
ring to Maiden lane. “When I first became 
acquainted with the oil trade, about 25 years 
ago, it was altogether different. Then every- 
thing was booming, and it was as easy to sell 
goods as to turn your hand over. At that 
time among the prominent houses in the trade 
were the Manhattan Oil Company, Josiah 
Macy & Co., Lyle & Polhemus, Henry Barrow 
& Co., Hyde Bros. & Swift, Leonard & Squire, 
Hastings & Co., Austin M. Knight and others. 
Some of these firms still retain their promi- 
nence, others have been reorganized by amal- 
gamations with each other, new blood has 
taken the place of old, and in many cases, 
once prominent oil men are long since 
dead and almost forgotten. Some of 
the houses have gone out of business en- 
tirely. Then, too, the trade has become scat- 
tered, some of it going further down town to- 
ward the battery anda part of it over to the 
West side. It has accommodated itself largely 
to circumstances, drifting off into the man- 
ufacturing districts, The extensive introduc- 
tion of mineral oils made a great difference in 
the complexion of the animal oil trade. Twen- 
ty-five or thirty years ago sperm and whale 
were preeminently the oils, but that branch of 
trade has been probably more affected by min- 
eral oil competition than any of the others. 
But all of the various animal oils were 
relegated to a second place, when mineral lu- 
bricants and illuminants became firmly estab- 
lished. Yes, the changes in the oil trrde have 
been great, but you must not run away with 
the idea that it is not stilla very good busi- 
ness. 

“While the trade may not be as prominent 
as it once was, there are a number of firms 
which have and probably always will continue 
to be prosperous. I needn,t name them, for 
everybody knows who they are. In all these 
years efforts have been constantly directed to- 
ward increasing the quality and usefulness of 
animal oils, and with the improved processes 
now employed there is little danger that they 


will ever bé entirely superceded.”

The Coleman Failure. 

The announcement last Tuesday morning of 
the failure of William T. Coleman & Co., of 
San Francisco, caused a great deal of surprise 
in the trade here, as the firm was supposed to 
be a particularly strong one financially. Re- 
ports from San Francisco, however, show that 
its financial embarrassment had been increas- 
ing for several months, its beginning dating 
back as far as last fall, before the borax syndi- 
cate was organized. The immediate cause of 
the failure was the maturing of notes aggre- 
gating $300,000, and held by New York cred- 
itors, which the firm could not meet. Mr. 
William T. Coleman, the senior member, is 
generally known as the “borax king,” and the 
firm was credited with being the largest pro- 
ducers of borax in the United States, if not in 
the world. Among its assets are included 
borax lands, refining works, and other prop- 
erty used in preparing borax for the market, 
valued at $2,000,000. Parties in this city who 
are familiar with the affairs of the firm say 
that this figure does not more than represent 
the value of the property, in spite of anoni- 
mous efforts which have been made to cheapen 
it. Itis well known that a price close to 

2,000,000 was offered by a European syndicate 
for the property, it being well convinced of 
its value, not only in extent but in its richness 
in borates. The negotiations, however, came 
to an abrupt termination, when the Mills bill 
was introduced in Congress advocating free 
borax. 

Mr. W. T. Coleman is reported as stating to a 
reporter for a San Francisco paper on the day 
following the failure: “I was guaranteed $150,- 
000 by my friends here; but there was $150,000 
more I could not raise without representa- 
tions on hopes that might not realize. That I 
would not do, Again I made heavy invest- 
ments in borax property, fully a million dol- 
lars. Justasit became valuable and could 
have been sold, the proposed removal of the 
duty on borax knocked the sale in the head. 
It is splendid property, too. Then, again, the 
panic in New York caused us to borrow $200, 
000 from the Nevada Bank. That went along 
until the reorganization last week. In look- 
ing over the securities ours came up and some, 
they said, were good and others not.” 

The bank was given additional security, but 
some one circulated the report that the firm 
was in a “corner” and further security was 
demanded by the bank, which Coleman & Co. 
could not furnish. On top of this came a de- 
mand from New York for $100,000,and being un- 
able to raise it they assigned everything for the 
benefit of their creditors, including Mr. Cole- 
man’s private property. This latter includes 
1,000 acres of land near Milbrae, valued at $300, 
000, a residence in San Francisco and real estate 
in San Rafael and elsewhere. 

“My plans are to pay my debts in full,” said 
Mr. Coleman, “I hope we shall realize on our 
assets to the extent we now anticipate. If we

Laborers in the 
borax fields command higher wages than is 
paid almost anywhere for the same kind of 
work, and then the cost of transportation is ex- 

tremely heavy. The mines are all situated at a 
great distance from the railroads,necessitating 
lew hauls by teams to the most convenient 
shipping point, over rough, sandy and hot 
roads. Forinstance, one of the mines is 167 
tmiles from the nearest railroad station, and 
ithe expense of carrying between the two 
) points is enormous, relays of teams of horses 
having to be kept at stations twelve miles 
apart. The cost of transportation from the 
mines to the railroads is alone estimated at 
two cents per pound. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that the American producers, thus heav- 
ily handicapped, are in no position to compete 
with the mines of Chili, Turkey and Italy, 
which employ the cheapest labor, and have the 
advantage of being located close to the sea- 
board.” 

A dispatch from San Francisco dated the 
thinst. says: This morning three other as- 
‘signments were filed in the office of the coun- 
ity Recorder, the assigning companies being 
‘the Meridian Borax Company, Harmony Bor- 
‘ax Company and the California Chemical 
‘Company. Mr. Coleman, when seen, made 
«the following statement. as to the reason of 
tthese later assignments : 

“The total amount of borate lands owned 
“by the firm eonsists of 10,000 acres, the larger 
‘part being in Inyo County, but some is in San 
‘Bernardino County. For better management 
-of these lands four companies were organized 
ito which these lands were deeded, the com- 
Fpanies being the Harmony (working about 
4,000 acres), Meridian, Henry Clay and Desert 
orate Company, in addition to which there is 
situated in Alameda County a manufacturing 
establishment known as the California Chem- 
ical Works, where products of these borate 
fields were worked up. The properties also 
embrace other possessions, all of which are as- 
sets of W.T. Coleman. These companies, in 
doing a business involving large sums of 
money, have drawn drafts on the firm of 
Wm. T. Coleman & Co., which have been ac- 
«cepted and sold inthe East. My legal adviser, 
‘considering that it would be better to have a 
‘different assignee in these cases from those act- 
-ing for the firm, A. L. Tubbs kindly accepted 
ithe assigneeship of the properties.” The pro- 
perties area part of the assets of the house,and 
would have gone in the assignment to Messrs. 
Sloss & Baker but for the desire to avoid any 
conflict of right between the companies and 
the other interests involved. 

As soon as the assignees are placed in the po- 
sition where they can properly do so they pro- 
pose addressing the Eastern friends and cred- 
itors of the firm to see if they will accept a 
proposition giving full value for debts held by 
them. If they accept it is believed the whole 
business Can be liquidated at once.

The Keystone Refinery Under the 
Hammer. 


Tuesday of last week was the day set by the 
court for the sale of the Keystone Oil Com- 
pany’s refinery to tske place at public auction 
at the Court House in Franklin. There was a 
fair attendance of oil men but no sale was 
effected. Following is the Derrick’s account 
of the affair: 

There is no doubt that a sale was intended; 
the fact was published in the newspapers and 
it was likewise down on the bills. HKeceiver 
Lamberton was on deck, and in his hand he 
carried a bill; not so much as an article of 
good faith as for publication. The difficulty 
did not rest with the bills, the court or the Re- 
ceiver, 80 much as with the oil Cresus’, who 
filled the best chairs in the house. There were 
no bids, at least none that the Receiver was in- 
clined to respect as such. The sale was ad- 
journed one week, to take place on Tuesday,the 
15th inst., at the Court Houseat1p.m. The Re. 
ceiver opened the proceedings by reading a 
list of the properties to be sold. Then he re- 
served all the oil in the pipe line and tanks 
connected therewith, with the right of remov- 
ing the same at any time within 30 days, with 
the further privilege of the use of the lines 
and tanks in the said removal, Also, ajl office 
furniture, oil, distillate, etc,, at the works, to- 
gether with such loose iron, boxes and person- 
al property as lie around promiscyoysly. Al- 
so, an wcid tank and line as the property of 
the Titusville Chemical works, He also re- 


served the right to adjourn the sale. He fur- 
ther explained that any of the property or ef- 
fects included in his sweeping reservation 
might be purchased at a bargain at private 
sale. 

He then gtated the works would be disposed 
of first by piece meal, and subsequently asa 
whole; bids to be received on the property in 
the following order, namely: 

First.—The refinery with paraffine works, 
gasoline plant, 55 15-100 acres of land. 

Second.—Ten tank cars, 

Third.—The pipe lines, 

Before the bidding began, Dr. J. A. Ritchie, 
of Oil City, by attorney gave notice that he 
owned three-fiftieths of the pipe line, and 
would defend his claim. 

Receiver Lamberton replied that Mr. Smith- 
man, the sole owner of the line, was present 
and was prepared to make a warrantee deed. 
Mr. Hancock gave notice that the Imperial 
Refinery held a claim of $2,000 against the 
works. 

The Receiver then announced that the sale 
would be made subject to last year’s taxes, 
and a mortgage of $5,500 against the 
works. Later on, a question arose con- 
cerning a claim for mortgage bonds 
amounting to $75,000, the Receiver hold- 
ing that this claim would be divested by this 
sale. When bids were solicited upon the first 
section, the solid men were mute, and so re- 
mained. The court-house was full of oil refin- 
ers, but the demand for oil works never seem- 
ed so poor, nor the general trade so well sup- 
plied, none appearing to care whether a sale 
took place or not. Finally, at the personal so- 
licitation of the Receiver, Roger Sherman, 
Esq., bid $25,000 asa starter. The starter, as it 
turned out, was also the stopper; no further 
bids were offered and the Receiver, declining 
to let the works that cost $272,000, go for that 
paltry sum, stood on his rights and called that 
part of the deal off for the present. The line 
of tank cars were next offered. Mr. Sherman 
opened the ball by a bid of $3,000. A gentle- 
man engaged in the refining business along- 
side of the Keystone works. came to the res- 
cue and bid $500 more. Mr. Sherman saw that 
and went $500 better; the bidding was quite 
spirited between these gentlemen, rising by 
$100 stages, until $5,000 was reached, when the 
contestants seemed to lose their recklessness, 
the cars were nocked down to the member 
from Oil City at $5,050. The pipe line 
with its fifty miles of pipe, 39,000 bar- 
rels iron, and 45,000 barrels wooden 
tankage was submitted next. The assemblage 
appeared to have no appetite for pipe lines 
and tankage, and H. D. Hancock, to help the 
amiable Receiver out of a hole, submitted a 
bid of $10,000 as a starter, Roger Sherman fol- 
lowed this with a bid of $15,000, a $17,000 
proposition bore the well known trade mark 
of Hon. C. W. Gilfillan. Mr. Sherman saw this 
with a $20,000 bid, but nobody cared to call 


him; Hancock had got enough of it, and Mr.’ 


Gilfillan had no use for a line anyhow, so by 
common consent everybody stepped out leav- 
ing Roger Sherman highest bidder but by no 
means a winner. The result of the bidding 
was most discouraging, the genial Receiver's 
tail feathers were down and he didn’t seem to 
be “himself at all.’ The Oil Cresus’ occupy- 
ing the best chairs appeared to be highly 
entertained, but they weren't saying a word. 
Then the receiver put up the works as a 
whole. The first bid upon the plant was 
$51,000 from Roger Sherman. Mr. Gilfillan, 
taking compassion on the industrious receiver 
who seemed to be playing in desperate luck, 
registered a bid of $52,000. Mr. Sherman 
raised that $500, and was himself raised 
$500 in turn by Gilfillan; Sherman gave $500 
more, making the total of $53,500 for the 
plant. Mr. Hancock then moved that the sale 
be adjourned. The receiver assenting, said, 
inasmuch as he had some doubts as to whether 
he would be justified in selling a @ne property 
like this which cost upwards of $275,000, the 
equal of which cannot be found anywhere 
outside of the Standard at such, as it were, 
peanut price; he proposed to call it a jack pot 
and adjourn the sale. Pittsburg, Cleveland, 
Buffalo and New York refiners were present. 
but for some reason did not offer a bid. It 
seemed to be quite generally understood that 
the sale would not be consummated. Mr. 
Shurmer, of Cleveland, had had an eye on the 
Keystone works for some time. He was pres- 
ent at the sale, but he didn’t bet a nickle. John 
B. Smithman, Capt. Hasson, Col. Beers and 
other Oil City capitalists, ever on the alert for 
soft snaps were on hand, but they didn't buy 
anything. 

There seems to be something in the wind. 
Exactly what it is no fellah can find out. 
There are plenty people who want the works, 
and not a few whoare willing to pay over 
$100,000 for it. Mr. Smithman, or any of soft 
snap seekers,would jump at it at $100,000,and no 
doubt will do so at the next sale. Thereisa 
hen on somewhere, and until the schemes she 
is hatching are hatched, the sales will result in 
a succession of adjournments, It is certain, 
however, the works will not be sold at such 
ridiculously low figures, the Receiver cannot 
afford to sel] at or near any price that has yet 
been offered, and realize a harvest hand’s 
wages for his own trouble. By the terms of 
the conipyiiilse effected” April 11, Mr. Smith. 
man is tg peceivye $45,000 from the proceeds of 
the sale, At the time the compromise was 
effected it was jooked upon as a good trade for 
the Keystone, but the turn events have taken 


seems to have shifted all the advantages to 
Mr. Smithman. By the terms of the compro- 
mise Mr. Smithman reserves the right to sell 
the line separate and apart from the refinery, 
and the opinion now obtains to a considerable 
extent that to-day’s work was a shrewdly 
managed scheme to establish a price for the 
refinery at a figure way below its actual value, 
then adjourn the sale often enough to tire out 
buyers from abroad, then eventually rake in 
the works at their own figures. —

A “P. P. A.” Circular. 


The Executive committee of the Produo}re 
Protective Association, issued an impo 
circular last Wednesday. [t is full of startling 
facts and figures in relation to the oil busi- 
ness, that have never before been printed. The 
statement and figures put forth in this circu- 
lar show perfectly and openly the ground 
upon which this powerful combination b 
We print the circular in full as follows: 
BRraprorp, Pa., May 8, 1 od 

Two months ago we sent a circular letter 
congratulating you upon the continued stuc- 
cess of our united efforts to reduce the stock 
of oil above ground. Recent events have 
seemed to conspire to test to the utmost the 
stability of our membership, yet in no place 
have they faltered, and to-day we stand 
stronger than ever before. It is with unusual 
pride and satisfaction that we make note of 
these facts. In our last letter we reviewed 
the general statistical situation, and set forth 
the claim that “we should obtain $1 50 per bbl. 
for our product to make our business one of 
reasonable profit... Those who seek by drill- 
ing wells or speculative manipulation, to con- 
tinue this period of depression in prices until 
our property is drained and our wells are but 
junk, endeavor to discredit the above 
assertion. Therefore we deem it our duty to 
state facts which any producer or speculator 
can readily examine and know the truth 
whereof we assert. 

Table No. 1 shows the cost of producing oil 
in the white sand fields for the years 1883 to 
1887, inclusive, to be about $1 20% per bbl. 

To become more fully informed as to the 
results heretofore obtained by drilling for oil 
in the prolific white sand flelds of the past, and 
the prices necessarily obtainable to continue 
the business, we recall] statistically the former 
most important and productive periods in the 
industry. 

The operations from 1870 to 1874 (date of dis- 
covery of the Bradford field) inclusive, re- 
sulted in the completion of 7,020 wells, anda 
total production of 38,078,000 bbis., a yearly 
average of 7,615,600 bbis., and an average of 
5,4% bbls. from each well drilled, or a gross in- 
come of $16,556.76 from each well. 

The average price of oil for the above five 
years was $3 0534 per bbl. 

It will be seen that the result in oil obtained 
then was about the same as now, the average 
output between the two periods being then 
5,424 bbls. per well, and now 5,554 bbis. per 
well. 

During the following three years, viz: 
1875-6-7 (being also the first three years of Brad- 
ford’s developments), there were completed in 
the white sand fields 8,066 wells, an average of 
2,689 wells per year, resulting in an average 
yearly production of 9,616,047 bbls. The aver- 
age price obtained was $2 0654. 

Thus it will be seen that during eight years’ 
experience in white sand fields, with an ave- 
rage price of $268 per bbi. as an inducement, 
the drilling of over 15,000 wells resulted in an 
average production of about eight and one- 
quarter millions per year, considerably less 
than one-third of our present requirements. 

There were 2,191 less wells drilled in these 
fields in 1878 than in 1877 by reason of the fact 
that during 1878 the price of oil only averaged 
$1 50 per bbl. for the first five months, and was 
much less for the balance ef the year. This 
practically suspended drilling. 

What stronger corroborative evidence is 
needed to prove that oil cannot even now be 
produced atan average price lees than shown 
to be the cost in table No. 1, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that we can drill] cheaper than in 
the former period. 

During the years 1875 to 1885 the Bradford 
and Allegany fields produced 138,869,000 bbls. 
of oil at a reasonable profit. 

The average price for the above eleven years 
was $1 2344 per bbl. 

It is unnecessary to comment here upon the 
productiveness of these fields, and the later 
effect that the stocks, accumulated in them, 
had on the market. 

During the past 13 years they have produced 
enough oil to supply, at rate of the present 
demand, the trade for nearly six years (5 8-10 
years); and the white sand fields have pro- 
duced a supply equivalent to nearly four years. 

While it is true that considerable money 
was made in these dark sand fields during 
earlier periods and higher prices, they are now 
rapidly being exhausted, and losing money on 
present prices, by reason of the shrinkage of 
valuation caused by draining them of their 
oil. 

Much of the former profits have been spent 
in seeking to be lucky owners of large wells in 
the deceptive white sand fields. 

To call to mind how necessary it is to avoid 
the wasting of the little oil left in these dark 
sand fields, we give you table No. 2, showing 
the cast of pradygtion in them for the year 
1887, allowing for shrinkage in valuation, to 
be $1 11 7-10, 
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The consumption for 1887 was about 27,451,000 
bbls. 

The white sand production for the past five 
years has been 46,945,000 bbls. (an average of 
9,389,000 bbls. per year), or asupply equivalent 
to 17-10 years’ consumption on above basis. 

The total production of Bradford and Alle- 
gany fields this year will be an equivalent of, 
not to exceed, three months consumption. 

It will be seen that even should we have 
prices which would warrant our producing as 
much oil as ever was produced in the white 
sands in any one year, yet we would be draw- 
ing on our stocks over 600,000 bbls. per month 
on an average for the first year, and more 
thereafter as Bradford should further decline. 

In the summer of 1881, our stocks were the 
same as now. 

Thas year we produced 28,886,000 bbis of oil, 
and the consumption was about 19,865,000. 

The average price of certificates for 1881 was 
over 19c higher than for 1887, notwithstanding 
a reduction of 6,150,394 bbls in the stocks dur- 
ing the latter year, 

Our production is 40% less than average daily 
consumption. 

As nearly 60% of this product is exported, 
the sale of crude oil at present prices is but 
robbing this country of its material wealth to 
furnish the world an illuminant at a great sac- 
rifice to ourselves as producers. 

The history of the past seems to have been 
forgotten—except so much of it as refers to 
stocks accumulated in Bradford at a time 
when our consumption was very much lighter 
than now. 

We stated on the 19th of November last, and 
on March 6th, that the cost of producing oil 
from the fields of our present supply was not 
less than $1 1734 per bbl., exclusive of the cost 
of the land and leases drilled. We have given 
much thought to the subject of cost of leases, 
and below give the result: your own know- 
ledge and experience will enable you to judge 
as to our conservatism.

There has been a moderate though steady 
demand for glues during the past week, and 
the general market shows more life than for 
some time past. This state of affairs, however, 
has had no effect on prices, whic still rule 
low, although there is evidently less disposi- 
tion to cut, 

Class. 
WINDOW GLASS. 

The demand for window glass is not up to 
the average of past seasons, but this is attri- 
buted to the fact that the open winter en- 
abled dealers and consumers to continue 
operations that would have had _ to 
be postponed until this time. Stocks 
in the hands of American manufac- 
turers are reported light. As stated elsewhere 
the Western factories will shut down on June 
15th, and it isexpected that they will remain 
closed until the beginning of October. If this 
proves to be the case it is probable that the 
fall season will open with unusually short 
stocks. There has been no change in prices, 
but it is understood that the question of revis- 
ing the list will receive consideration at the 
summer meeting of the manufacturers. What- 
ever changes are made are expected to be in 
the nature of an advance, Discounts at pres- 
ent on American are 75 and 5@75 and 10 per 
cent. On French the discounts are 7, 10 
and 5 per cent. to buyers of less than 25 
boxes,with an extra discount of 5 per cent. on 
purchases of 25 to 200 boxes,and 10 per cent. on 
more than 200 boxes, provided the purchases 
have been made during the calendar month. 
It is immaterial whether purchases are con- 
fined to one house or distributed among all the

Failure of the Machine Made Bottles. 


A short time ago the subject of machine 
made bottles, by a patent process, was 
brought very prominent!y before the world, 
and an immediate revolntion was predicted in 
the manufactnre of bottles. Companies with 
large capital were fqrmed to carry on the pro- 
cess in Great Britian and in foreign countries. 
The press and public were full of the subject, 
and investors came eagerly forward to share 
in the great future which everybody saw was 
being opened up. The cost of manufacture 
was to be reduced to one-tenth ef the expense 
of making bottles by hand;the margin to work 
en was handsome; and all the buyers in the 
civilized world were to be the customers of 
all the companies. That was in theory; but 
reduced to practice it seems to have lost, to 
some extent at least, the effect of the rose 
tinted light. It is barely two months since 
the companies were formed, and already the 
proprietors of one of them have decided 
to wind it up, says the British and Colonial | 
Druggist. The concern which thus bows itself 
out of the arena of commercial strife is the 
“European and American Machine-made Bot- 
tle Company, limited,” the capital of which 
was £600,000. The decision to wind up the un- 
dertaking was practically the result of a meet- 
ing of the shareholders of the English compa- 
ny, which was held last week. On that occa- 
sion, the directors and their prospectus were 
rather roughly handled. They were charged 
with having grossly exaggerated the capabili- 
ties of the bottle-making machinery, and with 
having represented the company as ready to 
commence operations while it is alleged that 
the invention is only in an experimental stage. 
One shareholder gave the assembled proprie- 
tors avery unsatisfactory account of his visit 
to the scene of the company’s opera- 
tions; another accused the promotors of 
an attempt to enrich themselves _re- 
gardless of the position of the shareholders: 
while still another announced that he has

For less than car 
lots 3@36c is asked. Sales are moderately 
heavy. Most of the candle factories are 
closing for the usual summer rest, and on that 
account very little oil will be made between 
now and September or October 1. Stocks are 
not large. Saponified red oil is on a steady 
basis at 444@45c, with the usual business pass- 
ing. 

The sperm oil industry is passing through a 
quiet season, without any change occurring to 
give the market fresh interest. A sale of 00 
bbls, crude was made at New Bedford on pri- 
vate terms. Receipts of oil for the week were 
2016 bbls. 

The whale oil market is attracting more at- 
tention from the fact that buyers in the New 
York market seem to be favored more than in 
New Bedford. This is evidenced by the fact 
that 70 barrels of “* racked" oil changed hands 
in this market at 3544, and there is a curiosity 
to know what the New Bedford holders of 
crude are going todo about it. The market is 
unsettled in consequence, and intending buy- 
ers of crude are awaiting developments. The 
stock at New Bedford was increased by the ar- 
rival of 204bbls. The refined market is steady. 

Whalebone is still in a neglected state and 
holders are quoting $2 45 per Ib for Arctic as a 
nominal price. A small lot of Japan bone has 
been sold on private terms. The stock has 
been increased by the arrival of 3,350 lbs, and 
the aggregate stock is distributed as follows:

the market exhibits staying qualities from the 
fact that each advance has been firmly main- 
tained. Jobbers who have been watching the 
course of the market and investigated for 
themselves, were the principal buyers during 
the past few days and they got on the “ground 
floor’ so to speak by taking advantage of the 
situation befcre the last rise. Up to Saturday 
the operations were confined to small lots, but 
the ushering in of that day brought forth im- 
portant transactions, the contracts for which 
were confirmed on Monday. The fresh busi- 
ness elevated the views of holders generally, 
and all sorts of prices were talked about as the 
probable market value in the near future, The 
business of the six days under review aggre- 
gates over 2,000 bbls. of crude and refined oil at 
prices ranging between 37@38c for prime crude, 
and 33@35c for off color, while prime Summer 
yellow sold readily at 43c, and most of the 
business was done in that grade. The 
market seemed to be unsettled to-day; 
crude was held at 38}44@40c aceording to holder 
and summer yellow at 4444@Aic, but very little 
could be bought at the inside prices. It is 
claimed that 38lgc has been bid for crude. 
Holders are not willing sellers as they look for 
higher prices and indications point in that di- 
rection. White summer oil is offer- 
ing at 45c and winter grades at B@ 
@53ec, but the center of attraction seems to be 
summer yellow and prime crude, It is claimed 
that not a single consumer has supplies to last 
him over 30 days, including the lard refiners, 
that it is questionable if the available supply 
of oil will meet the wants of consumption un- 
til new oil is on the market in October, 
notwithstanding the fact that the production 
this season was the largest on record, It is 
suid that during the first half of the season 
more than three-fifths of the entire produc- 
tion entered consumptive channels, and this 
accounts for the shortage expected in the 
near future, The true situation seems to be 
dawning upon the trade and has caused offer- 
ings to be more reserved. Until Friday 
there was no hesitation in selling at the 
lower figures then prevailing, as stocks were 
believed to be ample, and particularly so in 
the southern markets. Many of the mills 
have suspended operations until the opening 
of next season in September, and advices from 
the south state that production of oil has 
practically stopped,

Chemical Examination of Resins. 


The various resins used in the preparation 
of varnishes are usually recognized rather by 
their physical properties of color, hardness, 
weight, and melting point than qy their chem- 
ical reactions. Many chemists have, however, 
within the last few years been investigating 
this subject, partly from a theoretical point of 
view, and partly in the hopes that some sim- 
ple analytical method may be devised for de- 
termining the true value of a sample of any 
resinous body. ‘The resins include a large class 
of gums and vegetable products of different 
chemical composition, and little is at present 
known with regard to their constitution. The 
microscopical structure of a resin also often 
affords a ready means of approximately deter- 
mining its nature, and has been dealt with, to- 
gether with so much as was then known of the 
chemical behavior of these bodies, in a work 
by Herr Wiesner, entitled *‘Die Technisch Ver- 
wendeten Harze und Gummiarten.” In this 
book we find enumerated the solubilities of 
the various resins in different solvents, and 
their behavior toward the common alkalies, 
concentrated sulphuric acid, and the odors 
described which are obtained on warming and 
burning most of them. Herr Schmidt and 
Erbau have endeavored to develop what we 
may term the analytical examination of 
resins, and the methods employed by them, 
and their more important results, seem to be 
of importance to those engaged in this branch 
of technology. 


Herr Kottstorfer and V. Hubl drew atten- 
tion to the fact that the resins are saponified 
by boiling with a solution of potash dissolved 
in alcohol, and that a given resin required al- 
ways, approximately the same amount of a 
stundard solution of such alcoholic potash to 
effect its decomposition. The quantity of 
potash consumed in this way will be therefore 
a rough measure of the purity of a given sam- 
ple of a resin, if one be acquainted with the 
amount required when a genuine specimen is 
used. The resins, when dissolved in alcohol, 
give solutions which are slightly acid, and this 
acidity can be readily estimated by titration 
with astandard solution of alcoholic potash. 
The real amount of potash required to effect 
the saponification of the resin will therefore 
be the difference between this number and 
Kottstorfer’s which obviously gives the 
amount of potash required to first neutralize 
and then saponify the resin. A third import- 
ant reaction has also been put into a quanti- 
tative form by Herr vy. Schmidt and Erbau. 
Resins combine with iodine. 

Therefore, by adding a standard solution of 
iodine to a known weight of resin, and deter- 
mining the amount consumed by titrating the 
residual quantity of iodine with a standard 
solution of hyposulphite of soda, we get a 
third number, which gives us information 
concerning the quality of the resin under ex- 
amination. This standard iodine solution is 
prepared by dissolving 25 grm. of pure iodine 
in 500 cub, em. of alcohol, free from fusel oil, 
and adding it to a clear solution of 30 grm. of 
mercuric chloride in the same quantity of al- 
cohol. The other solutions employed are 
standard solutions of half normal hydrochlo- 
ric acid and caustic soda, and a solution of 
hy posulphite of ‘soda, containg about 24 grm. 
in the liter. A semi-normal potash solution in 
alcohol is also required, and is made by dis- 
solving 25 grm. of caustic potash in the least 
quantity of water, and then diluting with al- 
cohol until the volume is one liter. Phenol- 
phthalein in alcoholic solution is used as 
indicator in determining the amount of soda 
consumed. About 1 grm. of the finely pow- 
dered resin is sufficient for each experiment, 
The numbers obtained when titrating the 
resins with alcoholic soda show a marked dif- 
ference with different kinds of resin.

Colophonium is the most strongly acid, and 
then follow sandarac,bum benzoin and storax, 
while shellac, mastic and damar cause only a 
The copals behave 





very slight acid reaction. 
differently fused, white copal from Angola 


having a greater acidity than the red variety, 
while that from Zanzibar is neutral. Shellac 
requires the largest amount of alcoholic pot- 
ash to effect its saponification, while elemi, 
Zanzibar copal, asphalt, and fused amber only 
consume a small quantity of the caustic. Ve- 
netian turpentine uses the largest percentage 
of iodine, and this substance and colophonium 
are the only two resinous bodies so far exam- 
ined which consume more than one hundred 
parts of the iodine solution. Dragon’s blood, 
mastic, storax. and gum benzoin require near- 
ly equal amounts of this reagent, while shel- 
lac, fused amber, the copals, and asphalt are 
represented by low numbers. 


The resins, when purified from their solu- 
tions in alcohol or oil of turpentine,by precip- 
itating them by means of steam, give different 
humbers, which afford a means of checking 
those obtained from the natural product. 
When two or three resins have been mixed 
together for commercial purposes, a con- 
venient method for qualitatively determ- 
ining what resins are present is based up- 
on their different behavior with  cer- 
certain solvents. Alcohol does not dissolve 
amber or the copals, except red and white 
fused Angola, which is partly soluble; while 
mastic, shellac, sandarac, elemi, Venetian tur- 
pentine, colophonium, and gum benzoin are 
readily soluble, ‘asphalt, damar, dragon’s 
blood, and storax are only slightly soluble in 
this solvent. 

After having effected a partial separation by 
means of alcohol, the behavior of other sol- 
vents, such as benzole, carbon bisulphide, 
ether, ligroin, acetone, and amylalcohol is ob- 
served, and in this way all the common resins 
are easily identified. Shellac is the only resin 
which is not soluble in chloroform. By means 
of the quantitative method which we have 
briefly described, it is possible to ascertain the 
amount of mastic in a mixture of sandarac 
and mastic, or of shellac when mixed with 
colophonium, or the amount of colophonium, 
damar, and mastic in a mixture of the three. 
Similar results those of Schmidt and Erbau 
have been obtained by Dr. Kremel, proving 
that these methods are reliable, and therefore 
of commercial value.—Ex,

Another week, notable only for the extreme 
dulness which has prevailed, may be added to | 


those in which little of interest has transpired. 
It was not believed possible that twosueh very 
dull weeks would come in succession, but there 
are now no indications of an early change for 
the better. The trading on the local exchange 
has for the most part been confined to scalping 
operations between the regular habitues, and 
this has also been the character of trading on 
the other four exchanges. Outside operators 
have shown no disposttion to invest in 
il and the Western dealers, who were 
believed to be acting on behalf of 
prominent producers, appear to have been 
*iscouraged, as their hand has not been shown 
for some time. The situation, while more 
bullish than a month ago, has not improved 
to the extent that was expected, and to this 
fact may be attributed the lack of confidence 
in the oft-predicted boom..The pipe line 
statements, which were made public last Fri- 
day, had no effect on the market, the price 
ruling about as low as during any day of the 
week, while there was no increase in trade. 
Nor did the bear operators succeed 
in making the increased runs effective as a 
depressor in values, there being too little 
business doing to accomplish much in that di- 
rection. While prices have averaged a trifle 
higher than during the week preceding, the 
variations have been light, the extreme range 
of prices admitting but small profits on scalp- 
ing operations and have not been sufficient to 
tempt large operations. The uncertainties as 
to the probable course in the near future also 
tends to restrain the more prominent specula- 
tors. The incre asing strength of the statistica 
situation may be considered avery bullish fac- 
tor, but on the other hand the incoming of 
new wells is pointed to by the bear clique as 
more than an offset, and the market continues 
to respond promptly to bear influences while 
reports of a bullish tendency are scanned with 
suspicion and fail to affect prices. The execu- 
tive committee of the Producers’ Protective 
Association is out with another statement 
which shows the cost of producing oil is in the 
neighborhood of $125 per barrel, but on the 
speculative market the statement, which 
is congratulatory on the success” thus 
far achieved by the shut-down, falls flat. 
The transactions during the past week 
show a slight increase from those of the 
previous week, the sales footing only 3,740,000 
bbls against 3,622,000 bbls for the preceding 
week, The clearances of the local exchange 
amounted to 12,382,000 bbls, against 12,872,000 
bbis during the preceding week. The total 
clearances reported for the other four ex- 
ehanges amounted to 25,370,000 bbblis against 
26,362,000 bbls for the preceding week. The 
highest price of the week was reached to- 
day when &&kc was touched. The lowest point of 
the week was 855¢c and was touched Wednesday 
and again on Friday. The opening price last 
Wednesday was 853¢c, and the close this even- 
ing was at 8734c, showing a gain as a result of 
the week’s trading of 24gc, while the extreme 
range of fluctuations for the week was 25¢c. 
The field news of importance is comprised in 
the daily scout reports which are printed in 
each day’s record of the market. In the Wash] 
ington field the Chartiers No. 8 produces 
about 23 bbis. an hour, No. 9 making 18 bbls., 
No. 10 making 45 bbls., No. 1 Fergus holding at 
85 bbls. per hour; No. 2is on top of the sand. 
Central Oil Company No, 2 is good for 60 bbls. 
an hour, but shows drainage, and will decline 
as rapidly as No. 10 Chartiers did. Willets & 
Young No. 1, Cameron, are 15 feet in the sand 
and no showing yet; Nos.3 and 5 Chartiers 
have stopped flowing and have to be pumped. 
A report was sent out from Springville, N. 
Y., which, if true, is important. It is to the 
effect that the Zoar oil field, almost forgotten 
in the oil circuit, has taken a fresh impetus in 
the striking of a large vein of gas and oi) in 
the Ohio Gas Company’s No. 4, drilled by the 
McIntyre Bros., of Limestone. This well is 
located six miles west of Springville, on the 
Francis Kelly farm, one-half mile north of 
the White well, which has been enshrouded in 
mystery for the past year. The sand was 
struck on Friday, and it is said the well has 
been flowing every day since that time. Owing 
to the heavy pressure of gas little drilling can 
be done, but from the present indications it is 
claimed the well shows good for 25 bbls. a day. 
Hundreds have visited the well and excitement 
isrunning high. A bonus of $1,000 has been 
paid on the Nenno farm adjoining the Kelly 
well.

The Buffalo Conspiracy Suit. 


The great oil conspiracy case tried a year 
ago was finally ended last week. Hiram B. 
Everest and Chas. M. Everest, of Rochester. 
the ; resident and vice-president of the Vac- 
uum Oil Company, were found guilty of con- 
spiracy to crush out a rival concern, the Buf- 
falo Lubricating Oil Company. Last week 
they were sentenced by Judge Haight, and a 
nominal punishment of a $250 fine was accept- 
ed by both without an appeu!. 

In passing sentence Judge Haight said: “I 
have believed that it wasmy duty to impose 
imprisonment, but the representations of the 
jurers, the memorial of the citizens of Ro- 
chester and Duffalo, the preyious geod gna:

| acter and high standing of the defendants, to- 
gether with the fact that one of them is ad- 
vanced in years and isin poor health, causes 
me to hesitate.

“There is another consideration which has 
finally determined my course. It has come to 
the attention of the court that civil suits have 
been brought to recover damages sustained 
by reason of these same overt acts, It is a 
fundamental principle of law that a person 
cannot be twice punished for the same offense. 
It is the duty of the criminal rather than the 
civil courts to prevent double punishment. 
Sentence of the defendants has already been 
long postponed on this account. But the 
civil cases have not yet been tried and com- 
plications have arisen which make it impos- 
sible to tell when they will be, and under the 
clrcumstances the public prosecutor has con- 
cluded that final judgment in the criminal case 
should no longer be delayed.” 

Judge Haight then sentenced the accused to 
pay a fine of $250 apiece, and lawyer Bacon 
handed the clerk $500 in currency. This ends 
| the suit for conspiracy in which almost every 
crime short of murder was charged, The jury 

bringing in a verdict of guilty left the judge 

no option, but the fine imposed shows that he 
regarded the offense proved of slight import- 
ance, 











Canada Oil Report.

Manufacture of Tinctures in: Bond. 
At a meeting of the chemical section of the 


London Chamber of Commerce, there was 


some discussion on the manufacture of tinc- 
tures in bond, Mr. Tyrer remarked that new 
features had arisen, and doubt had been felt 
by the Revenue authorities as to whether 
there was not good reason for reconsidering 
the matter.

Pulque from American Aloes. 


Pulque is the national drink of the Mexican 
people, and is obtained from the American 
aloe, a plant which is much cultivated in 
greenhouses in England, says the Chem. and 
Drug. tis known in Mexico as the “ma- 
guey,” or “tree of wonders,” and is considered 
in its numerous varieties as one of the most 
important productions of the Mexican soil. 

The best account of the pulque and its uses 
was given in a report by Her Majesty’s Secre- 
tary of Legation on the commerce of Mexico 
in 1865, from which the following notes are 
taken, Pulque, it seems, was well known to 
the ancient inbabitants of the Mexican con- 
tinent, from the fabulous traditions connect- 
ed with it, and which were collected by the 
missionaries who came to the country in the 
early days of the Spanish occupation. One of 
these is the destruction of a race of giants in- 
digenous to the valleys of Atoqac and Matala- 
cueque, and of cruel propensities, by more 
civilized races who had come to settle 
there, the former having fallen asleep 
from the somniferous effects of the juice 
of the maguey, whilst the discovery of the 
juice itself, whether under its ancient denomi- 
netion of “metl,” “aguameil” (honey-water) 
or “pulque,.” was attributed, by a portion of 
the ancient inbubitants of Mexico, to the god 
Izquitecatl, as would appear from various 
symbolical inscriptions found in the country, 
More modern tradition, however, has fixed the 
epoch of its discovery to about the years 1045 
to 1050, under the reign of the eighth king of 
the Taltee tribe, named Tepaucaltzin,at whose 
court a relation of his named Pepautzin pre- 
sented himself and informed him that his 
daughter had discovered that a sweet and aro- 
matic liquid sprang from the metl plants in 
her garden. ‘The king ordered her into his 
presence, and she brought him a “tecometl,” 
or vase, of the liquid she had discovered,which 
he tasted and then ordered her to bring him 
more, and subsequently becoming enamored 
of the maiden—whose beauty was great, and 
whose name was Xochil, or tlower—he married 
her, of which union a child was born, to whom 
was given the pame of Meconetzin, or “Son of 
the Metl,” or maguey,in allusion to the cir- 
cumstance which was the origin of his parents’ 
first interview. 

Whether the discovery of the use of the 
juice of the maguey is really to be attributed 
to the god Izquitecatl, or tothe Queen Xochil, 
there is no doubt that the yarious properties 
of the plant itself were known many years 
before the discovery of Mexico by the Span- 
iards, for, not only is it menhioned as furnish- 
ing thorny scourges, as well as whips, made of 
the fibers of the plant’s leaves for the multi- 
tudes who annually met to celebrate a festival 
in honor of the god Texcatlipuca in the great 
temple of Tenochtitlan (the modern Mexico); 
but the use of the juice became so general 
that many severe laws against the drunken- 
ness resulting from it were issued by the an- 
cient Mexican kings, mention being made of a 
widow, who sold it promiscuously, having 
been put to death by the order of the King 
Netzahualcogatl, only women suckling in- 
fanss, old people, and soldiers upon the march 
being allowed to drink it. 

The quantity which annually enters the city 
of Mexico alone may be estimated on the 
average to be about 2,000,000 arrobas, and 
about 500,000 arrobas go to Puebla. The cost 
of transport alone has been calculated, taking 
the approximate average of ove real as that 
of each arroba, to amount to 312,000 dollars, 
Not less than 20,000 mules and donkeys laden 
with the beverage enter the city every month 
by the gate leading tothe maguey districts. 
To the quantity paying duty must also be 
added a considerable quantity which is smug- 
gled in, and including this it may be calculated 
that about 50,000,000 bottles are now annually 
introduced into the city of Mexico, and the 
amount of money annually expended in the 
drink, at an average rate of about a quarter of 
areal per bottle, represents a sum of about 
1,600,000 dollars, the number of “pulquerias,’’ 
or pulque stores, within the capital (which, in 
the year 1771, when the increasing popularity 
of the beverage compelled the Spanish Vice- 
roy to issue special regulations respecting 
licenses to sell it, etc., amounted to thirty- 
four, afterwards increasing to eighty) now 
amounts to over five hundred, ‘hese stores 
are usually painted in gay colors outside, the 
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wall behind the counter almost invariably ex- 
hibiting a rudely executed allegorical fresco 
setting forth the “power of love’ under the 
stimulating effects of the maguey plant, 
Venus, Bacchus, and the nymphs occupying | 
prominent positions in the background, whilst 
a little image of the Virgin, with a lamp burn- 
ing before it, occupies a retired corner of the 
establishment.

Which is commonly consumed only by the 
poorer classes of Indians, by whom it 
is often manufactured in earthen pots, 
is called “ilachique,” and there is another 
sort sold in the pulquerias composed of 


an admixture of this with some other sorts of 
asomewhat better description, denominated 
“pulque criollo,” creole pulque. On ac- 
count of the manufacture of ilachique being 
erroneously supposed to be carried on by the 
poor Indian population alone, it is subject to 
the payment of a very slight duty, and little is 
known of the real amount of its consumption. 

It is stated that a chemical analysis of 
pulque shows it to contoin indifferent propor- 
tions, according to quality, aleohol, mucilagi- 
nous fecula, sugar, water and potash. It has 
been observed that the drunkenness produced 
by it under its different varieties is of a less 
violent description than that produced by 
another common beverage of the country, 
“chinguirits” (brandy made from the sugar 
cane), and that delirium tremens is rarely pro- 
duced by the immoderate use of the former, 
though often by that of the latter. It is also 
aflirmed that the pulque-drinker is commonly 
long-lived, whilst the reverse is the case with 
regard to those addicted to chinguirits, and 
that the former beverage, notwithstanding its 
somewhat acid taste, is, probably on account 
of the fecula contained in it, peculiarly bene- 
ficial to women suckling their infants, and to 
those requiring a wholesome stimulant. The 
excesses committed by the lower orders during 
a riot occasioned by the high price of maize in 
the City of Mexicoin the year 1692, being at- 
tributed to pulque-drinking, its use was pro- 
hibited altogether; this prohibition, however, 
was afterwards removed, and the Crown of 
Spain allowed its sale again under certain re- 
strictions, incorporating the tax upon it with 
other colonial imposts.

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Natural Gas in Pittsburg. 


Pittsburg has long been known as the 
Birmingham of the New World, and it has 
been justly proud of the title. Asa place for 
a comfortable home, however, it was formerly 
not to be thought of for @ moment. Now, 
presto, all is changed, One utterly fails at 
tirst to appreciate the wonderful transforma- 
tion that has taken place here during the last 
four or five years. The sky is no longer ob- 
scured by clouds of smoke and conl soot, and 
it is not now necessary to light cc street 
lamps by 2 or 3 pp. M. From the heights of 
Mount Washington, on the western side of the 
Monongahela river, I was able to obtain an 
excellent bird’s-cye view of both Pittsburg 
and Allegheny City and of the hills beyond. 
The atmosphere was as clear as that of New 
York, and the large buildings were as dis- 
tinetly visible as those on the lower part of 
Manhattan Island as seen from the Tribune 
tower. A few years back nothing would have 
been discernible but a black and smoky cloud 
overhanging and folding in like a blanket the 
whole valley in which the business portion of 
the two cities is located, 

This wonderful change is due wholly to the 
substitution of natural gas for the soft coal of 
this region as a fuel, both for domestic and for 
manufacturing purposes. Through the cour- 
tesy of Messrs, Jones & Laughlin I have been 
able tomake a very thorough inspection of 
their system of using natural gas in heating 
their large furnaces, boilers, and, in fact, eve- 
rything else where fire is needed, The works 
are among the largest here. A single three- 
inch gas pipe, the valve of which was only 
about one-eighth open, supplied the gas fora 
large heating furnace; in other words, only 
about one-eighth of the capacity of the pipe 
was required to furnish the necessary amount 
of heat. A perfectly steady temperature is 
maintained, and, by the proper care in regu- 
lating the amount of air admitted to the burn- 
ing gas, very little heat escapes up the chim- 
ney. At the same time it is possible to put in 
a heavier charge and to bring it out in much 
less time than by the former method, the gain 
in the output of the furnaces being estimated 
at not less thanl5 per cent. At the puddling 
furnaces the feeding pipe is only two inches 
in diameter, and the valve controlling the 
flow of gas was only one-sixteenth open, The 
large boilers for producing steam used in run- 
ning the machinery are forty-eight inches in 
diameter and thirty feet long, with six ten- 
inch flues. A boiler of this kind is fed bya 
two-inch gas pipe, the valve in which was only 
about one-half open. When the boilers be- 

come hot, and the flow of gas has been adjust- 
ed, they require little further attention, the 
gas flow being steady and continuous. There 
is no opening or shutting of doors, no blank 
spaceson the grate bars for the entrance of 
cold air, no shoveling of coal nor carting away 
of ashes, and, in fact, nothing for the attend- 
gut todo but to keep an eye on the steam 
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| gauge and regulate the flow of gas as may be | 
desired. 
| In addition to the heating furnaces referred 
| to and the Siemens heaters used in the manu- 
| facture of steel, these works have 9 puddling 
| furnaces and 72 boilers. The employes num- 
| ber nearly 5,000, and the production of the 
works for a recent month, taken at random to 
| indicate the output, consisted of puddled iron, 
5,000 tons; heated in ordinary and Sie- 
mens’ furnaces, 13,000 tons; and steel produc- 
tion, 7,300 tons. Of course all this metal was 
also reduced to plates, bars, ete., the steam to 
run the heavy machinery being produced in 
the boilers mentioned, Before the introduc- 
tion of gas the works consumed over 300,000 
the whole establishment is

The condition of the drug market is practi- 

cally the same as it was at the date of our last 
and for several preceding weeks, so far 
as the general features are concerned. 
Buying is confined almost entirely to 
supplying the requirement of the 
present and little speculation in- 
terest is manifested. The absence of disturb- 
ing elements in most departments lends a 
tone of steadiness to the market,, and we find 
few important changes to record, The prin- 
cipal fluctuations are indicated by the follow- 
ing lists:

Opium. 

The market for opium is unsettled, and it is 
difficult to get at the real facts. There are so 
many axes to grind that a great deal of the 
“information” that is floating about the mar- 
ket is, to say the least, misleading. While we 
hear that sales have been made at $2 487% in 
single cases, and that $290 will readily buy" 
it issaid that actual purchases of druggists’ 
quality cannot be made below $3, duty paid. 
It is intimated that the stock that is offered at 
the very lowest prices is rejected opium that 
is fit only for manufacturing purposes. By 
whom it was rejected seemingly a 
matter of doubt. There are all kinds 
of reports floating about the market, and 
scarcely two peopie can be found who 
take the same view of thesituation. There 
seems to be a pretty well defined belief that a 
descendent of Ham is somewhere in the fuel 


is 


heap. Without doubt just at present there is 
a strong influence being brought to bear 
to depress ,the market, «and until 
this influence is removed the market 


is likely to remain unsettled. Crop reports are 
of little value, as the most critical time for the 
crop is at hand, and until that period has been 
passed it is impossible to form any reliable opin- 
ion as to the probable yield. A few days of rainy 
weather may make a material difference 
incrop prospects. For the next two weeks we 
will likely receive very contradictory esti- 
mates concerning the outturn after which we 
will be able to obtain some definite informa- 
tion unless facts are suppressed in the inter- 
ests of speculators. Jobbing lots of opium are 
nominally quoted at $310 and powdered at 
$4 30@4 40, 


Quinine. 


There has been a decided change in the qui- 
nine market since the date of last writing, 
the result of the recent auction sale, hay- 
ing, as we then intimated, infused 
greater confidence into the minds of 
holders. This feeling of confidence 
was materially strengthened by the very brisk 
demané@ which has been experienced from 


out-of-town and local jobbers and small 
dealers, and it is reported that a con- 
siderable quantity of stock has changed 


hands on small orders. The price recovered 
early in the week, beginning to show an up- 
ward tendency Wednesday, when jobbing sales 
were made at #3@34c. The market ultimately 
advanced to 3444@36, the latter figure being 
the lowest price quoted to-day for the 
favorite German brands. It was reported 
that a sale of 2,000 ozs of Brunswick 
was made at 35c, but this we were unable to 
confirm, To-day the market was rather quiet 
again, and the confidence of holders was not 
quite so marked as on Monday. Regarding 
the London market, which was cabled firm 
at an advance of about 2d over last Tuesday's 
prices, a report, bearing a recent date,is to 
the effect that there is a strong disposition 
to buy, while at the same time the for- 
eign manfacturers seem unwilling to enter 
into contracts. Probably one of the rea- 
sons the advancing tendency of this mar- 
ket was checked almost at the start may be 
found in the circular issued on Friday last by 
the agents of B. & S., announcing a decline of 
8c. This acted rather as a wet blanket upon 
holders of bullish tendencies.

We can find little in the market for chemi- 
cals that calls for particular mention. The vol- 
ume of trade continues fair, but individual 
transactions are of the most ordinary descrip- 
tion, few buyers apparently caring to lay in 
more stock than they can find use for within 
the course of a few days. In the heavy goods 
the feeling is rather firm, the high rates of 
ocean freights, coupled with meagre spot sup- 
plies, tending to inspire holders with confid- 
ence. In other lines there is a generally steady 
feeling, and we find very few changes to 
record, 

Heavy Chemicals. 

As above stated, the market for the heavy 
chemicals presents a generally firm aspect, 
but prices have not quotably changed, except 
those for salsoda. This article is particularly 
firm in consequence of small present and 
prospective supplies. All Newcastle goods are 
specially strong and hard to obtain in any 
quantity, as the present rates of freight are 
almost prohibitive of shipments. In a general 
way trade is fair, but there is no particu- 
lar activity in any of the articles on 
the list. Mail advices from Liverpool in- 
dicate a rather quiet but steady feeling 
there. Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co., writing 
under date of the 5th inst., say: ‘There is no 
improvement to note in the position of chemi- 
cals and buyers will only operate from hand 
to mouth. Most of the makers of soda ash 
have been very fully sold for some time past 
and there is little to be had for this month. 
Prices are firm and following are nearest 
quotations: Caustic ash, 48 per cent, 31-22d@ 
1d; high test, 31-32d@1d; carb ash, 48 per cent, 
1d@1 1-282d; high test, 31-24d@1d. Soda crystals 
have eased off and are quoted at £2 10s 


to £2 12s 6d, while for a quantity 
a shade under the lower figure would 
probably be accepted. There is a fair 


demand for 74% caustic soda, and £7 5s up to 
£7 7s 6d for special brands has been paid, and 
nothing is offering at the lower figure at the 
close. Other strengths are neglected, and al- 
though makers are pretty independent at the 
moment, being busy completing their Russian 
orders, there are several resale parcels offer- 
ing, which holders find a difficulty in placing. 
Prices range as follows: 60% £5 17s 6d@6; 70% £6 
l6s 34@7; 74 £7 63 3d@7 6s 6d; 76% £8@8 5s. Bleach- 
ing powder is nominally quoted at £7 12s 6d, 
but there is nothing doing for America, and no 
doubt the figure just named could be shaded. 


Chlorate of potash is quiet at 534d, and possibly, 


a shade less might buy in some quarters. 
Bicarbonate of soda is selling at from £4 15@ 
4 17s 6d, according to brand and quantity.” 

Liverpool carbonated soda ash 48% has re- 
mained about steady during the past week,the 
fact that there is little offering in the primary 
market for early shipment, together with 
comparatively small stocks here imparting 
a slightly better feeling. There is however, 
an absence of important demand, buyers, con- 
tinuing their policy of buying stock as need- 
ed, Trade in this way may be 
called fair, and as the spot supply 
is light holders are able to realize 1 35¢c from 
store on the small lots moving. For shipment 
nothing is offered under 125c, while goods 
afloat are quoted at the range of 1 25@1 32\%c 
according to quantity, position and seller. No 
interest in high test is manifested and we only 
hear of occasional sales at about the former 
quotations. 

Newcastle soda ash 48% is hard to obtain, 
There is little or nothing offering for early 
shipment owing to the scarcity and high cost 
of freight room, while the stock afloat to ar- 
rive is extremely small. The quotations for 
lots to arrive, according to quantity and date 
of shipment are 1 25@1 274¢c but these figures 
seem to be above buyers’ views, and although 
there is some inquiry for forward shipments, 
we have heard of no actual business. There is 
only one holder of spot stock and he is selling in 
a jobbing way from store at 190@1 22i¥¢c, though 
for a lot of 100 tons he would probably accept 
125c. High test is without animation and 
prices are entirely nominal at the former 
range. 

Caustic soda ash 48% is wanted to a moderate 
extent only, but as there is little coming for- 
ward except on orders placed some time since, 
and the spot stock is rather light, a steady 
tone is maintained. For lots to arrive the 
quotations are 1 224¢@1 27l¢c, according to 
brand and quantity, while small lots from 
store are selling up to 1 35c. In high test we 
hear of nothing doing, prices remaining nom- 
inal and unchanged at our quotations. 

Refined alkali 36% is not wanted except 
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in a retail way, and such sales are only 
heard of occasionally. There is very lit- 
tle offering, however, and it is held 
at 1 15@1 20c as to quantity and seller, 
though if a large buyer were to appear he 
could probably do better. There is some in- 
quiry for the high test grades for future de- 
livery, but no business has resulted. Prices 
ere steady and unchanged. 

Caustic soda is lower here than in Liver- 
pool, but this fact does not appear to interest 


buyers, and we find very little 
doing outside of the regular pur- 
chasing for current requirements. For 
60% the range extends from 2 40c to 2 60c, 


according to seller and quantity. There is a 
fair jobbing demand for 70@74¢, but no sales 
of consequence have come under our notice. 
Holders now quote 2 224%@2 25c, though we 
have heard of a few small sales at a shade less. 
Seventy-seven per cent is offered at 2 30c, and 
is selling in a small way at that figure. 

Sal soda is tending upward owing to the 
limited available supply, spot and to arrive. 
The Viola has arrived, but most of the stock 
she brought belongs to consumers, having 
been sold to them some time ago. A lot of 50 
tons was sold from her, after arrival, at 9746c, 
but there is nothing more procurable for im- 
mediate delivery below lc, and for jobbing 
lots from store up to 125c is demanded and 
paid. There is still a good deal of inquiry, but 
as there is little offering to arrive, and future 
shipments are uncertain owing to the exces- 
sive freight rates from the other side, business 
is necessarily restricted. 

American sal soda is in good demand, and 
manufacturers are closely sold up. The mar- 
ket is firm and the combination prices, as 
heretofore quoted, are maintained. 

Bleaching powder does not attract much at- 
tention. Buyers for the most part appear to 
be well supplied, and the only business we 
have heard of during the past week was of a 
light jobbing character. However the offer- 
ings are small, as stocks have been consider- 
ably reduced, while the arrivals coming on the 
market of late have been comparatively lim- 
ited. Holders still maintain the range of 
1 8744@1 974%ec spot or to arrive, according to 
quantity and brand. In Boston we under- 
stand that prices are still considerably below 
the parity of New York values, but that mar- 
ket also appears to be quiet at the moment. 

Acids. 

There have been no important developments 
in the market for acids since our last. While 
there have been no quotable changes in the 
list of prices, the absence of large buyers 
from the market tends to give an easier tone. 
The market is almost featureless, and we can 
scarcely do more than repeat our remarks of 
last week. 

Acetic acid remains steady, but is without 
animation, business being wholly of a jobbing 
character. Manufacturers are busy making 
deliveries on contracts and there is not much 
accumulation of stock. The quotation re- 
mains 24@2%c, according to quantity and 
seller. 

Oxalic acid is still quoted nominally at 6c. 
in a large way on the spot, but we understand 
that it can be bought at less. There is very 
little inquiry business being confined for the 
most part to the supplying of small current 
orders, in such cases 7c. being generally paid. 

Muriatic and nitric acids sell moderately in 
jobbing quantities and remain steady in price. 

Sulphuric acid has not changed since the date 
of last writing. Ina jobbing way there is a 
fairly active business to report and manufac- 
turers are still fairly supplied with contract 
orders, Prices are maintained. For 66° the 
quotations are 90@9%5c per 100 Ibs in large lots, 
and 1@1 %e for smaller quantities, according 
to seller and size of order. For chamber acid 


the demand though not large is considered | 


satisfactory, and manufacturers have made no 
change in their quotations. 

Tartaric acid continues to sell quite brisk- 
ly in a jobbing way, but there is no disposition 
manifested by buyers to place orders for 
future supplies. Prices are maintained at the 
combination rates, and we repeat our quota- 
tions of 48c for crystals in lots of 10 casks or 
over, and 44c for smaller quantities. Pow- 
dered is quoted at 4@45c, as to quantity and 
style of packing. 

Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of lime, brown, is rather weak, ow- 
ing to accumulating stocks anda lack of im- 
portant demand. Sales incar load lots would 
now be made at 1 0c, while jobbing quantities 
are offered at 1 55@1 60c, according to size of 
order. Gray, however, remains steady, for 
although the demand is limited, there is noth- 
ing pressing on the market. 

Arsenic is firm at the recent edvance, but as 
thé season of principal consumption has about 
closed, we find little business to report. On 
the spot, holders demand 34@3}¢c, as to quan- 
tity, in a jobbing way, while for 100 kegs or 
over nothing below 344c will be accepted, 
either for stock afloat or in store.

Blue vitriol is in the same position as when 
we last wrote. The demand continues good, 
but small lots are most in favor. We continue 
to quote 44%@5l¢ec, according to quantity. 

Brimstone is firmer. Holders are not 
willing to release spot stocks now below $21 
for best unmixed seconds, although dur- 
ing the week some sales have been made at 
$20 40. The increased firmness is due to the 


advancing tendency of the Sicily mar- 
ket, and the high rates of freights. 
There is nothing offering for prompt 


shipment and for June, July and August 
sailings $20 is demanded for best unmixed 
seconds. There is considerable inquiry, but as 
buyers and sellers are apart in their views, 
business is somewhat restricted. We hear, 
however, of sales aggregating 500 tons seconds 
for shipment on private terms. There is said 
to be little stock on the way unsold, and as 
freight room is scarce and high and the cholera 
season approaching, the prospects for much 
higher prices are considered good. Thirds are 
quoted at $20 on the spot and $19 to arrive. 

Cream tartar is unchanged under a good and 
steady consuming demand. The combination 
quotations are 32@32%c for crystals and 
8234@3314c for powdered, according to quanti- 
ty and style of packing. 

Argols were reported as commanding very 
little attention in the primary markets at last 
mail advices, and the feeling as to prices was 
easier. The quotations we ’e 2s per degree for 
white Bologna and grey Perugia 70 deg test 
and upward, amd Is 10d for red Florence below 
70 deg test. These are Leghorn prices. 

Nitrate of soda maintains a firm position, 
the stock on the spot being closely controlled, 
while the expected arrivals during the next 
six weeks are comparatively small. It is re- 
ported that a lot of 500 bgs was sold to ar- 
rive at 1974¢c, but this is below the market 
nothing being offered from stock afloat or 
for shipment below 2c. On the spot holders 
demand 205@2 10c for lots from store, and 
2 02l¢c from vessel, though the offerings at the 
latter figure are not very free. The demand 
from consumers is good, though nothing un- 
usual. 
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Ammonlas, Potashes and Fertl- 
lizing Chemicals. 

Tne spring trade in the fertilizer chemicals 
is about over, and buyers are now beginning 
to turn their attention to the probable 
requirements of the fall.

for the usual run of domestic; ground 
bone, $24@25, as to grade; fish scrap, $25 
f o b factory; tankage, $21@22 for high 
grade and $17@18 50 for lower qualities; high 
grade sulphate of potash, $2 24@2 35 on 
the basis of 0 potash, according to quan- 
tity and date of shipment.

Guarana is cultivated in this 
about here (indicating), it is also a little fur- 
ther south and perhaps a little east. Here it 
presents a very different aspect from what it 
does in the wild state. It is planted out 
just as a vineyard is planted, except 
that it is planted wider apart and trained 
to poles the same as hops. The plant is 
kept within bounds by pruning. The ripening 
of the seeds is shown by the opening of the 
pods. Immediately upon this the fruit is gath- 
ered to prevent the inevitable loss which 
would occur from its falling. This fruit re- 
sembles the hickory nut. It is contained in a 
husk, which husk consists of three instead of 
four parts. From these the seeds are shelled 
out by hand as hickory nuts are. First they 
are washed free from a phlegmy substance 
and then subjected to a roasting process of six 
hours’ duration, which loosens from them a 
papery shell which is removed by placing 
them in sacks, and beating them with clubs. 
The best varieties of Guarana are those in 
which the seeds have not been very finely 
broken. A small amount of water is then 
added, just sufficient to form a mass. It is 
kneaded by hand into a mass of the consis- 
tency of dough, I have been informed that 
the common belief in this country is that other 
materials are added to this mass by which it is 
adulterated. The fact is that other things are 
not generally so added. <A large building is 
then utilized for the drying purpose. Upon 
the upper floors of this building this material 
is spread out and subjected to a slow fire of 
fuel, selected with a view of making no 
smoke, the object being to keep the 
temperature equable, maintaining at the 
same time sufficient heat. It is exposed in this 
way for a number of weeks when it is ready 
for the market. Greatexperience is necessary 
to carry on this process. This is the manner 
in which it is prepared in its own home. It is 
used there by the natives, a portion being 
grated off with a large file, and it is served ina 
glass full of cold water. Its effects are very 
refreshing, but its excessive use is deleterious. 
It contains two or three times the quantity of 
caffeine that coffee does, producing a happy 
effect on the nervous system, but if used in 
excess bringing on trembling and a palsied 
condition of the limbs,

The home of the guarana is a very different 
region from that of the coca, although it 
forms part of the same great region. The 
great forest plains of Brazil, if they were 
grass-covered would present an appearance 
very similar to that of our own prairies, ex- 
cept that over the greater portion the surface 
of the country is so level that there is little to 
separate the rivers. During part of the year 
very little traveling occurs in this country. 
The rivers, which unite to form the Madeira, 
in this section at certain seasons of the year 
all unite to form one vast lake and a greater 
part of the country is under water. It is no 
uncommon occurrence to see the water flow- 
ing up streams as the level of a stream is 
raised higher than that of the other which 
ordinarily flows into it, by means of additions 

° higher up. The smaller streams have an al- 
most imperceptible current. They are 
extremely deep and narrow. I have parted 
the brush from the mouth of a stream 
which was narrow, but which had a depth 
of fifteen or twenty feet. The banks of this 
stream would be so covered with vines that 
you could hardly land. You could hardly 
penetrate for a single foot. Progress is pre- 
vented by the rushes, the driftwood and the 
brush. After this region is passed there is a 
belt of peculiar trees called Ambaibas, about 
the size of our ordinary forests of maple, pop- 
lar, and small oaks, yet it is noticeable only as 
a fringe to the neighboring frowning forest 
which towers up behind it. Vines fall down 
over the trees of smaller growth, covering 
them like a mantle, and in many places falling 
into the water. Back of that occurs the cane 
brake of various species of bamboo three miles 
in width, and then you can reach the forest 
proper. Here there are no such obstacles as 
you find in the mountains. The travel is not 
so difficult. There will be long stretches where 
we can thread our way with success, then we 
come again to the jungle where the tangle 
commences. Once there we have to force our 
way; cutting our way is not practicable, for 
every time you cut something else falls in 
your way. There is nothing todo but place your 
shoulders against the mass and simply push 
your way through. Among this cane brake 
run several species of deer and a great num- 
ber of tapirs, and it is the home of the prowl- 
ing jaguar, which lies in wait for other ani- 
mals, as does the alligator. Here, too, we are

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BY F. H. HARWOOD LESCHER, F.C.S.* 

In making a few selections from the almost 
inexhaustible mine of treasury of interesting 
facts about drugs, I propose to take a few 
glympses at the substances used to cure disease 
at different times, and to carry you back in 
spirit to the social life in various countries, 
And T propose to treat this subject from a ra- 
ther novel point of view—the commercial one. 

Commerce is the main-spring of our whole 
lives. In its simplest form it is the negro catch- 
ing game that he may live, and changing his 
surplus game for something else, and after- 
wards collecting gums, etc., for a living. Its 
more complex form is shown in the great trad- 
ing companies that have carried the British 
flag all over the globe, bringing drugs from 
everywhere to our markets. 

Mr. Webb recently interested us in the in- 
sect friends and foes of the plant. I am speak- 
ing now toan audience that can only be the 
friends of drugs, as our living and that of our 
families depend upon them. Drugs of some 
sort were a necessity from all time. Man's en- 
deavor to help sickness by medicine is part of 
man’s life; it is an instinct second only to that 
of obtaining food. We come upon allu- 
sions to drugs every where,and their commerce, 
as investigated by Daniel Hanbury and others, 
is really the history of the world’s commerce. 

Commerce procures drugs for us. The no- 
mad tribes dig for rhubarb on the bleak 
steppes of Tartary for a livelihood; the sailor 
braves the storm, and we all here at home 


work hard, simply to get food, for a liveli- 


hood; but from all this commercial work, the 
sick man in London recovers health, and lives. 
It is true we are dependent on the lowest class 
of shepherds, Hottentots, and Indians in South 
America, and therefore the quality of some 
drugs suffers from bad collection; but this is 
improving, and the cultivation of cinchonas 
in Java, cardamoms in Ceylon, senna in Tinni- 
velly, is giving us drugs of first-rate excel- 
lence. 


I propose to take three main epochs of the 
commercial history of drugs. Firstly, the 
caravan era, from the earliest times; secondly, 
the commercial position of the trading cities 
of Europe in the middle ages; and, thirdly, 
mention of drugs in modern time. 

I. Drugs have been used from the earliest 
time: probably the earliest records are those 
of rhubarb, mentioned in a Chinese book on 
medicine, 2,700 years before Christ; old hiero- 
glyphics on some Egyptian monuments, 1,700 
years B.c., represented gum trees, and the col- 
lection of gums, probably in the very districts 
above Kartoum that fail us now, and we have 
therefore raised the price from 40s to £20 per 
ewt. 

The earliest trade was perhaps that of the 
caravans that went from Persia to India and 
China, and some insight into the trade of the 
Pheenicians is given us at the time of King 
Solomon—especially in the natural gums of 
Arabia, as myrrh and olibanum. Myrrh, aloes 
(the wood is meant) and cinnamon are men- 
tioned as perfumes in the book of Proverbs. 
Aconite was used as an arrow poison by the 
Chinese. Skill in medicine accompanied civil- 
ization; we find both (long after they existed 
in China and Egypt) among the Greeks and 
Romans, and with this skill a demand for 
drugs. One of the earliest mentions of pro- 
prietary medicines is applied to the Berberis 
from India, or Rusot, used by the Greek doc- 
tors for ophthalmia, under the Greek title of 
“lycium.” This was sold in little jars, and is 
met with now in collections, known as “Ja- 
son’s Lycium,” the “Lycium of Heracles,” &c. 
Indian princes sent the famous precious cam- 
phor of Borneo as a tribute to Chinese emper- 
ors—that sort termed “a most rare perfume,” 
found in little solid pieces in the wood, and 
worth its weight in gold. 

Olibanum was known as incense, or frankin- 
cense, long before the Christian era; it is men- 
tioned as tribute paid to King Darius, and as 
among the spoils captured by Alexander the 
Great. Aloes from Socotra was known to the 
Greeks 400 years B. C. 

After the decay of civilization in Rome,when 
the fertile Roman campagna was devastated 
by hordes of Goths and Huns, and given over 
to malaria, at a time when wolves roamed over 
the forests round the Thames, there arose a 
high state of civilization, and a celebrated 
school of medicine, and therefore of pharmacy 
and drugs,in Arabia. In the tenth century 
scammony and aloes from Socotra were 
reccommended to King Alfred the Great in a 
letter from a patriarch of Jerusalem; ginger 
is named in Anglo-Saxon leech-books, In the 
*Arabian Nights” we have several insights into 
the pharmacy of that period—the magician in 
Aladdin asked a druggist for a certain potent 
poison, which the latter said he would not put 
up until he had been shown a piece of gold. 
This appears to have been the only poison reg- 
ulation in force in Arabia at that time. 

During the Roman Empire there was a large 
commerce of drugs from India, and custom 
duties levied on them. At the Roman Custom 
House at Alexandria, duties were levied on 
ginger and cardamoms, amongst other drugs, 

coming from India, Opium, from Asia Minor, 
is mentioned as a medicine by Pliny, though it 
was Only introduced into India about 950, and 
the habit of smoking it in China about 1650,

The Arabian physicians used Bish, or East 
India aconite, and also galangal, and first used 
senna about 1000, and introduced it into Europe. 
They used the pods, not the leaves. 


About this time, viz., 1,000 4. p., from Ara- 
bia and also from Constantinople, the centers 
of civilized life, radiated caravan routes, 
through Syria, and thence right along the 
north of Africa, crossing at Gibralter into 
Spain, Other caravan routes led up from It- 
aly; the Levant was the center of trade. Acre, 
in Palestine, being one of the most important 
depots of drugs. Medicine, or leechdom, as it 
was called, was then at a very low ebb in Brit- 
ain and Northern Europe. The common do- 
mestic herbs and indigenous plants were used, 
but charms and so-called witchcraft were even 
more employed in disease—as for traces of 
commerce in drugs in England, they scarcely 
then existed. 


In the beginning of the ninth century, about 
810, that great monarch Charlemagne, at the 
same time Emporer of the West and King of 
the Franks, ordered many drugs to be intro- 
duced from Italy into the convent gardens in 
Central Europe and on the imperial farms. 
Among these were almond trees and aniseed. 
Charlemagne possessed that universal genius 
which looked to everything, small as well as 
great; like Napoleon, who, during his Russian 
campaign, sent to Paris the scheme for the 
management of the Theatre Francais, which 
exists to this date. 

II. The second period in the commerce of 
drugs shows us the rise of the trading cities of 
Europe during the Middle Ages. As the tide 
of knowledge and civilization flowed west- 
ward, the center of trade moved gradually 
from the Levant down the Mediterranean. 
Instead of caravans journeying from Persia 
with drugs, we have ships and navigation 
coming more into play, and then the great 
Italian trading cities became the centers of 
commerce. Pisa, and Genoa, and Venice re- 
ceived drugs and spices and gums from the 
East, and sent them by the great routes, 
scarcely worthy of the name of roads, north 
and west, and some by seato Britain. Then, 
to plunder these we read of robber chiefs of the 
Rhine and pirates of the Barbary coast; but 
the profits of the traders could bear these 
tributes, and the trading cities of Italy grew 
rich and powerful. In the thirteenth cen- 
tury no mention is made of oranges and lem- 
ons in letters about the cultivation of land in 
Sicily. Cloves and saffron were the same price 
in England, namely, 10s per pound, which was 
more in value than a cow. Saffron, cultivated 
in Persia and then in Italy, was introduced in- 
to England about 1350, under Edward ITTI., and 
cultivated; and fortwo centuries afterwards 
English saffron was exported to France. It is 
from the cultivation of this drug that Saffron 
Walden takes its name. Saffron was used in 
Germany then as now; in Nuremburg, 1444, a 
man was burnt alive for adulterating saffron, 
and his saffron was burnt with him! In this 
same century we come upon the first mention 
of castor oil. The plant was cultivated by 
Albertus Magnus, Bishop of Ratisbon; but the 
expressed oil from the seed has only very re- 
cently been known—not before the eighteenth 
century, when it came from the West Indies 
and was worth 7s per pound. Its cultivation 
in India, whence so much comes now, dates 
from much later than this. Mace was worth 
3s 7d per pound, and cumin seed 2d per pound 
in England in the thirteenth century, when 
asheep was worth Is 6d and a cow 9% 6d. We 
come upon a very early mention of staphes- 
acre seed, recommended by the physician of 
one of the popes to cure vermin in the head. 

In the fourteenth century we read of the 
trading city of Pisa imposing a customs duty 
on gum tragacanth, and having a large com- 
merce in gum arabic from Alexandria. The 
Venetians received ginger from India via 
Egypt; long afterwards the Spaniards intro- 
duced it to the West Indies. Sugar, from the 
sugar cane, originally a native of, and culti- 
vated in, India, was grown about this time on 
the shores of the Mediterranean; we read of 
100,000 Ibs. sent by a merchant in Venice to 
England, the value to be returned in wool, 
which was at that time our most important 
export. Colocynth was at this time cultivated 
in Cyprus, though it was previously known in 
Spain. Cubebs in the middle ages were used 
as a spice, eaten powdered with meat; John, 
King of France, in his captivity in England in 
this century, used them, and also grains of 
paradise, as a condiment. Even now cubebs 
are classed as a pepper, and not asa drug, in 
the French Custom House. About this time 
we read of French ships sent by the merchants 
of Rouen from the Port of Dieppe to the West 
Coast of Africa for ivory and grains of para- 
dise. During this and the fifteenth 
century we read of drugs from the 
East, as galbanum and asafcetida, reaching 
England by way of Venice. The Sultan of 
Zanzibar on one occasion sent the Doge of 
Venice many loaves of sugar and a like num- 
ber of boxes uf odoriferous benjamin. We 
hear of a great trading company being in ex- 
stence in Genoa, called the ““Maona,”’ which 
managed the then important trade in mastic 
in the island of Scio; to them Columbus, a na- 
tive of Genoa, wrote, believing that he had 
discovered this drug in America. About this 
time we find senna cultivated in Italy. In the 
middle agesrhubarb came from Tartary, via 
Persia, by caravans to Smyna and Alexandria 
acrpss the Isthmrs of Suez; this transport 
wade it very dear, and it became nnown in 
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commerce as Turkey rhubarb, from the coun- 
try whence the Europeen merchants bought 
it. Long afterward it began to come overland 
through Siberia and Russia, and about 1,700 the 
very careful examination and rejection of in- 
ferior roots began at the frontier town of 
Kiachtka, and then the name Russion rhubarb 
sprang up. Subsequently a wonderful cheap- 
ening of the drug was effected by shipping it 
from the treaty port of Canton; the East India 
Company took hold of the trade, and it be- 
came known as East Indian rhubarb. 

Meanwhile civilization and commerce were 
moving towards other parts of Europe, and 

on the shores of the Baltic was springing up a 
mighty trade. The commerce of drugs is as- 
sociated with two of the most remarkable con- 
federations the world has ever seen. England 
played a prominent part in the one, the Han- 
seatic League; and the other, the East India 
Company, is perhaps the subject of which Eng- 
lish commerce is most proud. Eighty com- 
mercial towns of Northern Germany, with 
Lubeck at their head, constituted the Hansea- 
tic Confederacy. With them were associated 
four principal foreign factories—in London, 
Bruges, Bergen, and Novgorod. This league, 
banded together for mutual defense, and to 
monopolize the trade, was formed in the mid- 
dle of the thirteenth century (about 1,239), and 
developed rapidly; the towns were all seated 
on the sea or on navigable rivers. Bruges, in 
Flanders, was an entrepot for caravans be- 
tween the Mediterranean and the Baltic, and 
Bergen for the trade of Norway, though not 
for trade in codliver oil—this is a medicine of 
the present century. In London there were 
factories or warehouses, a Teutonic Guildhall 
in Thames street, and an alderman of the 
Haunse to settle disputes; there were depots, 
too, for wool at Lynn and Boston. The Ger- 
mans seemed to have monopolized most of the 
profitable English export and import com- 
merce in those days. This league of mer- 
chants and trading cities dictated to princes, 
raised troops, and made war against cities and 
states. How well this also describes our own 
East India Company later on! 

In this country the import trade in drugs 
was not large, but it is interesting to note that 
the first commercial corporation ever known 
in England had business in drugs;I allude to the 
Grocers’ Company. As early as about 1,000 A. 
p.,in Anglo-Saxon time, by the statutes of 
Ethelred, the Easterlings, or merchants com- 
ing from the East to Billingsgate, had 
to pay twice a year, among other things, 
10 Ibs. of pepper. From the date it seems plain 
that they came from the Levant and not from 
the eastern shores of the Baltic. About 1180 
they introduced such good minted gold, that 
from them it received the name of sterling, 
and also weight by beam, both known in the 
Levant. The basis of legal weighing was the 
pennyweight, the “sterling’’ minted penny, 
the standard of coin of specific value and defi- 
nite weight. These merchants from the East, 
dealers in pepper and other drugs and Indian 
spices, sometimes called Emperor’s men, were 
first mentioned as the guild of Pepperers in 
London about 1180, in the reign of Henry IT. 
They first managed commercial weighing and 
had charge of the king’s beam. They were in- 
corporated as the fraternity of Grossarii, or 
weighers en gros, in 1345, and this guild has re- 
mained the Company of Grocers to this day. 
In 1447 a patent rollof King Henry VI gave 
this company power to “examine and garble 
anise, cummin, wormseed,rhubarb,scammony, 
spikenard, senna, electuaries, syrups, oint- 
ments, plasters and confections, cardamoms 
and all sorts of drugs, in any wise belonging 
to medicines, so as not, in the buying of these, 
to be hurt in their bobily health.” They con- 
tinued to have charge of the public scale, or 
king’s beam; and in 14538 we find them making 
a charge for weighing “Drugges, eny draught 
ij pence.” In 1456 John Ayshfelde was fined 6s 
8d by this Company of Grocers for “offens don 
in makynge of untrewe powder gynger cyna- 
mon and saunders.” 

The sixteenth century found the centers of 
commerce shifting westward. In 1505 the 
Portuguese navigated round the Cape of Good 
Hope and obtained a share of the trade, 
with India and China in drugs and other pro- 
duce; that trade from China which had before 
been met at Ceylon and afterwards on the Mal- 
abuar coast, by the Arab trade down the Red 
Sea. The Portuguese about this time were the 
first to find the country of the cardamom on 
the Malabar coast of India, and they discoyv- 
ered the true nutmeg plant in the islands of 
the Indian seas, though it had been known to 
the Arabians and imported into England long 
before; a hundred years later the Dutch got 
hold of the trade of the Spice Islands. The 
Portuguese at this time founded colonies in 
India and on the west coast of Africa, which 
they still hold, The Spaniards, too, were most 
enterprising, and their discovery of America 
brought numerous new drugs; jalap and sarsa- 
parilfa came about 1550 to Europe. The enor- 
mous riches of America probably, however, 
caused a slackening of Spanish vigor, and 
about this time English commerce began to 
assert itself. Under Queen Elizabeth England 
finally broke from the power of the Hanseatic 
League and took away most of the privileges 

of the Germans trading in England; our hardy 
seamen broke the power of tne big galleons of 
the Spanish Armada; our captains scoured the 
sea; in 1577 Captain Winter, one of Drake's 
officers under Elizabeth, was wrecked and 
foybd Winter's Bark in the Straits of Magel- 
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manna, as practised at the present day, was 
begun in Sicily. 
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About this time the plan of making in- 
in the manna ash, and collecting 


III. The third or modern epoch in the history 
of drug commerce is characterized by the rise 
of the commercial prosperity of England, and 
is fitly inaugurated by the establishment, 
about the beginning of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, of the East India Company. This com 
pany was founded about, 1600, under the title 
of “The Governor and Company of Merchants 
Trading into the, East Indies.” The way in 
which our glorious arms followed our perse- 
vering trade reads now like a fairy tale. The 
Portuguese and the French, who were before 
us, opposed us; the Dutch had risen to a won- 
derful pitch of excellence, both for the amount 
of their commerce and their skill in navigation, 
and even in fighting at sea. In 1700 they 
owned about half the tonnage afloat of Eu- 
rope. But about 1652 the arms and counsels of 
Cromwell greatly helped this company, and in 
the reign of Charles II. they began the tea 
trade, of which they afterwards obtained 
nearly the whole. In their early years we read 
of their offering at one of their sales gamboge, 
“a gentle purge;” it was taken out at 5s. They 
sometimes bought the whole stock of aloes 
from the king of Socotra. Later on, they pre- 
vented tret being taken off the drugs they 
handled. In 1657 the prices in London were: 
For opium only 6s., seammony 12s., rhubarb 
l6s., of the money of that time. 

And now new and important drugs were 
coming into England in large quantities. Co- 
paiba was recommended for curing wounds by 
the missionaries in the Brazils. The first 
colonists in Barbadoes prepared the juice of 
the aloe they found growing there about 1650, 
German price lists of drugs mention balsams 
of Peru and tolu as coming from America. 
The Countess of Cinchon, the wife of the 
Viceroy of Peru, was cured of fever by a bark 
from Peru, by which Charles. IT., in 1678, was 
also cured of fever by Tabor, an unqualified 
doctor, whom the king made his own 
physician. The Dutch imported star anise 
(not the oil) from Manila to flavor tea. About 
this time the Portuguese brought calumba 
from their possessions in West Africa, and 
pareira brava from their colony of the Brazils. 
From the same source, too, about this period 
ipecacuanha was introduced into Europe, and 
prescribed as a wonderful cure for dysentery 
by Helvetius, the physician to Louis XTV. of 
France, who later on, about 1720, used pareira 
brava. 

The eighteenth century brings us to modern 
times. Most of the drugs we now employ 
were known a hundred years ago, and their 
commerce was getting more and more into the 
hands of the English. But the most absurd 
remedies were still in use, and in a book on 
“Drugs,” by Pomet, the Paris druggist, in the 
middle of the century, are many curious de- 
scriptions. Dragon's blood is well deseribed 
by one of the authors of those days, as “the 
tear of a tree, red like blood, the fruit of 
which is like to a cherry,; whose skin being 


taken off is like a dragon's, and hence 
its name.” Gamboge, also, as “coming 
from China, some say scammony colored 


with saffron, others ricinus colored with‘tur- 
meric." Pomet believed in unicorns, calling 
them “camphirs” or Arabian wild asses. He 
recommends the left hind foot of the elk 
against the falling sickness, or epilepsy. 
Among curious medicines mentioned in books 
of repute in the healing art about this time 
we find the following: A young man’s blood 
in spring time; Arabian mummy—1 drachm 
helps coughs—artificial or modern mummy is 
not so good; elixir of mummy can also be 
used; spirit of man’s brains—l scruple is a 
“noble antepileptic;” a live frog put on the 
stomach in colic will draw the disease to itself 
and die. Again, “Note that to cure consump- 
tion, take hair and nails of the patient, cut 
them small, and put them in a hole in the root 
of a cherry tree, and then stop it with clay.’ 
Another, to cure the gout; ‘Take the said hair 
and nails, cut small, and either give them to 
birds in a roasted egg, or else mix them with 
wax, and stitch it to a live crab, casting it into 
the river again.” But civilization and truth 
were taking great strides, and the nineteenth 
century opened with a growing extension of 
British commerce. During the wars of Napo- 
leon English merchant ships were convoyed 
by men-of-war, and we read of the West 
Indian fleet with pimento, and the East Indian 
tleet with rhubarb, gums, ginger, etc., safely 
eluding French fleets. A few new drugs were 
introduced from the colonies, as buchu from 
the Hottentots of South Africa in 1821. Steam 
later on gave a wonderful impetus to English 
commerce, and the adoption of alkaloids and 
active principles has considerably extended 
the demand for crude drugs at the present 
day. 

The cultivation of medicinal drugs is at the 


present day one of the most important factors 
in our commerce, Several thousand bales of 
Tinnivelly senna, cultivated in the south of 
India, are imported every year; this senna is 
displacing Alexandrian all over the world, 
The cultivation of cardamoms in Ceylon has, 
in my recollection, brought down the price 
from 10s to about 2s to 3s; the cultivation of 
quinine-yielding barks in Java, Ceylon, and 
Indgia is of even more commercial importance. 
Ten years ago quinine was lés 6d; some brands 
are now under 2s per oz.,and this is mainly 
owing to the enormous quantities of cinchona 
barks produced from the trees grown on these 
lantations. Other drugs will doubtless in 
ime be cultivated and become more abund- 
ant, to the good of the increasing world’s pop- 
ulation.
